This  year's  front  cover  is  of  the  Hooksett  Public  Library  located  on  the  campus  of 
the  old  Mount  Saint  Mary's  College.   New  Hampshire  College  donated  the  Library  to  the 
Town  of  Hooksett.  Opened  in  July  1998,  the  25,000  square  foot  building  provides  the 
citizens  with  children's,  young  adults  and  adult  reading  rooms,  Internet  access  and 
various  meeting  rooms.  Located  on  the  ground  floor  is  the  New  Hampshire  Room 
dedicated  to  the  history  of  Hooksett  and  New  Hampshire.  Since  the  Library  has  opened 
the  circulation  has  increased  dramatically  and  provides  Hooksett  with  a  building  we  can 
be  proud  to  call  our  own.

To  choose  all  necessary  Town  officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

ARTICLE  #  2 

AMENDMENT  #1  Are  you  in  favor  of  Amendment  No.  1,  as  proposed  by  the  Hooksett 
Planning  Board,  to  amend  Article  22.  D.  Commercial  District,  by  deleting  Map  25,  lot  18-2  and 
adding  to  Article  22.  B.  Medium  Density  Residential  District.  Map  25,  lot  18-2?  {This  parcel  is 
located  at  6  Lindsay  Road). 

AMENDMENT  #2  Are  you  in  favor  of  Amendment  No.  2,  as  proposed  by  the  Hooksett 
Planning  Board,  to  amend  the  following  Articles:  Article  4.  Low  Density  Residential  District.  E.

AMENDMENT  #3  Are  you  in  favor  of  Amendment  No.  3,  as  proposed  by 
the  Hooksett  Planning  Board  to  adopt  revisions  to  Article  17,  Wetlands  Ordinance?  (777/s 
amendment  adds  a  definition  for  mitigated  wetland,  wetland  and  somewhat  poorly  drained  soils. 
It  revises  the  section  on  special  provisions  and  adds  to  special  pn^visions  a  setback 
requirement.  It  also  revises  the  definition  for  wetland  scientist,  and  deletes  a  requirement 
concerning  the  number  of  ZBA  members  required  for  a  site  walk).

AMENDMENT  #5  Are  you  in  favor  of  Amendment  No.  5,  as  submitted  by  petition, 
to  amend  the  zoning  district  by  changing  the  zoning  of  the  land  from  the  railroad  tracks  to  the 
Merrimack  River  from  the  present  zone  of  Commercial  District  to  the  proposed  zone  of  Medium 
Density  Residential?  The  land  to  be  rezoned  is  more  particularly  described  as  Hooksett  Tax 
Map  005  lots  006,  007  and  008.  This  area  is  approximately  7.3  acres  in  size.  (Approved  by  the

D.  Commercial,  Map  25, 
lot  39?  This  property  is  also  known  as  38  Whitehall  Road  (corner  of  Route  27  and  Route  28 
Bypass).  {Disapproved  by  the  Hooksett  Planning  Board) 

AMENDMENT  #7  Are  you  in  favor  of  Amendment  No.  7,  as  submitted  by  petition,  to 
amend  Article  8,  Cluster  Housing,  B.  5.  By  deleting  the  entire  paragraph  and  inserting  the 
following  wording:  "Permitted  Density  -  The  maximum  number  of  dwelling  units  allowed  in  the 
Low  Density  Residential  Zoning  District  shall  be  one  (1)  dwelling  unit  per  two  (2)  acres  and  the 
maximum  number  of  dwelling  units  allowed  in  the  Medium  Density  Residential  Zoning  District 
shall  be  two  (2)  dwelling  units  per  acre?"  {Disapproved  by  the  Hooksett  Planning  Board)

Sec.  2.5.       Conduct  of  Elections. 

A.  The  election  officers  shall  conduct  regular  and  special  elections  as  detailed  in  the 
election  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

B.  Tov*/n  Council  shall  establish  policy  delineating  election  dates,  polling  place(s),  and 
balloting  hours. 

C.  Soo  RSA  40:13. 

Sec.  3.1.       Membership;  Term  of  Office. 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Charter,  all  of  the  powers  of  the  Town  shall  be 
vested  in  a  Town  Council  (hereinafter  sometimes  refen-ed  to  as  "Council")  of  nine  (9) 
Councilors,  as  provided  in  Sec.  1.2.  Councilors  shall  be  elected  on  the  second  Tuesday  in 
May  for  three  (3)  year  terms.  Three  (3)  Councilors  shall  be  elected  each  year  -  two  (2)  from 
districts  and  one  (1)  at-large.  Councilors  shall  take  office  July  1st  next  following  their  election 
and  shall  hold  office  until  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified.  See  RSA  40:13. 

Sec.  5.3.       Budget  Hearings. 

The  Budget  Committee  shall  hold  hearings  as  specified  in  RSA  40:13  Chapter  32,  but 
no  later  than  25  days  before  the  first  session  of  the  annual  or  special  town  meeting. 


Replace  Entire  Section  with: 

Sec.  5.4.       Use  of  the  Official  Ballot. 

A.  Notwithstanding  RSA  39:  3-d,  RSA  40:  4-e,  the  Town  of  Hooksett  shall  utilize 
the  official  ballot  for  voting  on  all  budgetary  issues  before  the  voters. 

B.  The  warrant  for  any  annual  meeting  shall  prescribe  the  place,  day  and  hour  for 
each  of  2  separate  sessions  of  the  meeting,  and  notice  shall  be  given  in  accordance  with 
RSA  39:5. 

C.  The  first  session  of  the  annual  meeting,  which  shall  be  for  the  transaction  of  all 
business  other  than  voting  by  official  ballot  shall  be  held  between  the  first  and  second 
Saturdays  in  April,  at  a  time  prescribed  by  the  Town  Council.  The  second  Tuesday  in 
May  shall  be  deemed  the  annual  meeting  date  for  purposes  of  all  applicable  statutes 
pertaining  to  hearings,  notice,  petitioned  articles,  and  warrants,  including,  but  not  limited 
to,  RSA  31:  95-d,  32:5,  32:16,  33:  8-a,  39:  3,  39:  5. 

D.  The  first  session  of  the  meeting,  governed  by  the  provisions  of  RSA  40:  4,  40: 
4a,  40:  4-b,  40:  4-f  and  40:  6-10,  shall  consist  of  explanation,  discussion,  and  debate  of 
each  warrant  article.  Warrant  articles  may  be  amended,  subject  to  the  following 
limitations: 

(1)  Warrant  articles  whose  wording  is  prescribed  by  law  shall  not  be  amended. 

(2)  Warrant  articles  that  are  amended  shall  be  placed  on  the  official  ballot  for  a 
final  vote  on  the  main  motion,  as  amended. 

E.  All  budgetary  warrant  articles  shall  be  placed  on  the  official  ballot  for  a  final 
vote. 

F.  The  second  session  of  the  annual  meeting,  to  elect  officers  of  the  Town  by 
official  ballot,  to  vote  on  questions  required  by  law  to  be  inserted  on  said  official  ballot, 
and  to  vote  on  all  warrant  articles  from  the  first  session  on  official  ballot,  shall  be  held 
on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May. 

G.  The  Town  Clerk  shall  prepare  an  official  ballot,  which  may  be  separate  from  the 
official  ballot  used  to  elect  officers,  for  all  warrant  articles.  Wording  shall  be 
substantively  the  same  as  the  main  motion,  as  it  was  made  or  amended  at  the  first 
session,  with  only  such  minor  textual  changes  as  may  be  required  to  cast  the  motion  in 
the  form  of  a  question  to  voters. 

H.  "Operating  budget"  as  used  in  this  section  means  "budget"  as  defined  in  RSA 
32:3,  III,  exclusive  of  "special  warrant  articles",  as  defined  in  RSA  32:3,V  and  exclusive  of 
other  appropriations  voted  separately. 


I.  If  no  operating  budget  article  is  adopted,  the  local  political  subdivision  either 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  approved  the  same  appropriations  as  contained  in  the  operating 
budget  authorized  for  the  previous  year,  reduced  and  increased,  as  the  case  may  be,  by 
debt  service,  contracts,  and  other  obligations  previously  incurred  or  mandated  by  law,  or 
the  Town  Council  may  hold  a  special  meeting  to  take  up  the  issue  of  a  revised  operating 
budget  only;  provided  that  RSA  31 :5  shall  not  apply  to  such  a  special  meeting.  If  no 
operating  budget  article  is  adopted  the  estimated  revenues  shall  nevertheless  be  deemed 
to  have  been  approved. 

J.  The  wording  of  the  article  on  the  operating  budget  shall  be  as  follows:  "Shall 
the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  as  an  operating  budget,  not  including  appropriations  by 
special  warrant  articles,  the  amounts  set  forth  on  the  budget  posted  with  the  warrant,  for 
the  purposes  set  forth  therein,  and  other  appropriations  voted  separately  totaling 

$ ?  Should  this  article  be  defeated,  the  operating  budget  shall  be  $ ,  which 

is  the  same  as  last  year,  with  certain  adjustments  required  by  previous  action  of 

the  Town  meeting,  or  by  law  or  the  Town  Council  may  hold  one  special  meeting,  to  take 

up  the  issue  of  a  revised  operating  budget  only." 

K.  Voting  at  the  second  session  shall  conform  to  the  procedures  for  the 
nonpartisan  ballot  system  as  set  forth  in  RSA  669:19-29,  including  all  requirements 
pertaining  to  absentee  voting,  polling  place  and  polling  hours. 

L.  Approval  of  all  warrant  articles  shall  be  by  simple  majority  except  for  questions 
which  require  a  2/3  vote  by  law,  contract,  or  written  agreement. 

M.  Votes  taken  at  the  second  session  shall  be  subject  to  recount  under  RSA 
669:30-33  and  RSA  40:  4-c. 

N.   Votes  taken  at  the  second  session  shall  not  be  reconsidered  except  by 
warrant  article  at  a  subsequent  annual  or  special  meeting. 

O.  The  warrant  for  any  special  meeting  shall  prescribe  the  date,  place  and  hour 
for  both  a  first  and  second  session.  The  second  session  shall  be  warned  for  a  date  not 
fewer  than  28  days  nor  more  than  60  days  following  the  first  session.  The  first  and 
second  sessions  shall  conform  to  the  provision  of  this  subdivision  pertaining  to  the  first 
and  second  sessions  of  annual  meetings.  Special  meetings  shall  be  subject  to  RSA  31:5, 
39:3  provided  that  no  more  than  one  special  meeting  may  be  held  to  raise  and 
appropriate  money  in  any  one  calendar  year  or  fiscal  year,  whichever  applies,  and 
further  provided  that  any  special  meeting  held  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  not  be 
subject  to  RSA  31 :5  and  shall  not  be  counted  toward  the  number  of  special  meetings 
which  may  be  held  in  a  given  calendar  or  fiscal  year. 

Replace  Entire  Section  with: 

Sec.  9.2  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

A.  At  the  first  session  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  Town  Moderator  shall 
summon  the  voters  of  the  Town  to  discuss  and  amend  the  budget  and  other  warrant 
articles. 


B.  At  the  second  session  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  to  be  held  on  the  second 
Tuesday  in  May,  all  elected  town  officials  shall  be  chosen;  the  voters  shall  vote  whether 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  total  sum  of  money  for  the  town  budget  and  other  warrant 
articles  as  may  have  been  amended  and  placed  on  the  official  ballot  by  the  voters  at  the 
first  session  of  the  annual  or  special  town  meeting. 

ARTICLE  #  4 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the  cost  items  in  the  collective  bargaining 
agreement  reached  between  the  Town  Council  and  the  Hooksett  Permanent  Firefighters  Local 
3264, 1.A.F.F.  which  calls  for  the  following  increases  in  salaries  and  benefits: 

Fiscal  Year  Salaries  Benefits 

1999-2000  $49,836  $6,937 

2000-2001  $43,311  $6,028 

2001-2002  $44,398  $6,180 

And  further  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $69,766  (sixty-nine  thousand,  seven 
hundred  and  sixty-six  dollars)  for  the  1999  fiscal  year,  such  sum  representing  the  additional 
costs  attributable  to  the  increase  in  salaries  and  benefits  over  those  appropriations  at  current 
staffing  levels  paid  in  the  prior  fiscal  year.  Note  $69,766  equals  $56,773  for  union  personnel 
and  $12,993  for  nonunion  personnel. 

RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  COUNCIL.   NOT  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  BUDGET

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REPORT       OF 

BUDGET  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


The  Hooksett  Budget  Committee  began  its  year  witli  an  organizational  meeting  in 
September  and  then  reviewed  the  expenditures  from  fiscal  year  1997-1998.  By  late  October  we 
received  the  Town  Council's  Budget  Proposal  for  the  fiscal  year  1999-2000. 

The  Council's  initial  request  was  for  $7,426,330,  which  was  approximately  a  1 .7%  from 
the  1998-1999  appropriation.  This  increase  included  wage  increases,  one  new  firefighter 
position,  and  staff  for  a  reorganized  town  administration.  Also  included  is  a  significant  increase 
in  tipping  fees,  the  cost  of  trash  removal  out  of  town,  which  is  expected  to  continue  to  increase 
over  the  next  few  years. 

During  the  Budget  Committee's  review  process,  the  Town  Council  came  in  with  a 
request  for  $154,293  more  in  operating  funds.  This  included  money  for  Tri-Town  Ambulance, 
an  18%  increase  in  health  benefits,  a  Town  Planner  and  other  administrative  cost  increases. 
This  need  to  submit  updated  requests  points  out  the  difficulty  in  preparing  a  budget  so  far  in 
advance  of  its  implementation. 

The  Budget  Committee,  after  hearing  input  from  the  Town  Administrator,  department 
heads,  Library  Trustees,  Police  Commissioners  and  board  and  committee  members,  made  only 
a  few  minor  cuts  in  the  proposed  budget.  The  Budget  Committee  then  increased  the  budget  in 
order  to  maintain  the  same  authorized  staffing  level  in  the  Police  Department  and  to  fully  fund 
the  Library's  utilities  request.  This  increased  the  budget  $36,979  to  $7,617,602,  or  a  4.3% 
increase. 

The  Town  Council  submitted  three  warrant  articles,  which  would  raise  and  appropriate 
money  from  general  taxes.  One  was  a  3-year  Firefighters  Union  Contract  for  a  cost  next  year  of 
$69,773  of  which  $12,993  was  for  nonunion  personnel.  The  Budget  Committee  recommended 
this  article  but  would  have  preferred  to  see  $56,773  for  the  union  personnel  only.  The  Warrant 
Article  for  $85,000  towards  a  future  revaluation  was  recommended.  The  Warrant  Article  of 
$41 ,943  for  repairs  to  the  new  Library's  roof  was  recommended  but  the  $1 .00  Warrant  Article  for 
a  fire  alarm  system  which  meets  National  Fire  Protective  Safety  Code  was  not  recommended  by 
the  Committee  because  $1 1 ,800  was  needed  to  accomplish  the  task. 

The  Capital  Improvement  Committee  submitted  special  warrant  articles  totaling 
$149,000  which  would  be  funded  from  the  Capital  Improvement  Fund  and  not  from  taxes.  The 
Budget  Committee  recommended  ail  except  for  $18,000  for  the  Highway  Department  Frontend. 
Loader. 

The  Sewer  Department  requested  an  operating  budget  of  $640,446.17  which  the  Budget 
Committee  reduced  by  $5,180  due  mostly  from  the  fact  that  the  Budget  Committee  believed  that 
the  Commissioners'  wages  must  by  law  remain  in  the  Town's  Operating  Budget. 

The  Central  Water  Precinct  was  recommended  for  an  operating  budget  and  bond 
payment  of  $419,300  as  requested.  The  Village  Water  Precinct  was  recommended  at  $182,882 
as  requested.  Neither  will  require  rate  increases. 

The  School  Board  came  to  the  Budget  Committee  with  a  proposal  of  $10,816,351,  which 
was  an  increase  of  $474,213  from  the  1998-1999  budget.  The  increase  was  do  mostly  from  the 
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increase  in  salaries  (nonunion),  health  insurance  (28%),  two  new  teaching  positions  at  Memorial 
School,  and  lease  and  setup  costs  for  another  double  portable  classroom  at  Memorial  School. 
During  the  budget  review  process  the  School  Board  cut  $98,160  from  the  budget  and  the 
Budget  Committee  cut  another  $21,791  for  a  final  recommended  general  fund  budget  of 
$10,696,400. 

The  Budget  Committee  reviewed  three  warrant  articles  from  the  School  Board  and 
recommended  all  three.  One  was  for  a  4-year  Teachers  Contract,  which  would  cost  $245,989 
during  1999-2000  fiscal  year.  The  other  two  articles  were  $10,000  for  unanticipated  repairs  and 
$40,000  for  the  Building  Improvement  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

At  Session  1  of  the  Town  Meeting  the  voters  increased  the  Planning  Board  Budget  by 
$10,000  in  order  to  fully  fund  the  new  Town  Planner  position.  They  also  voted  to  increase  the 
Library  Fire  Alami  System  Warrant  Article  from  $1 .00  to  $1 1 ,800  in  order  to  fully  fund  that 
project.  The  Budget  Committee  then  recommended  both  the  Warrant  Article  and  the  amended 
Operating  Budget.

January  30, 1999

ASSESSING  DEPARTMENT 


The  Assessing  Department  is  busier  than  ever!  Hooksett  is  growing  fast  and 
we're  striving  to  keep  up. 

The  taxation  process  for  the  two  new  taxes  on  Sand  &  Gravel  Tax  and  the  Pit 
Activity  Tax  was  extremely  interesting.   It  was  a  challenge  to  assess  and  despite  our 
trepidation,  turned  out  to  be  rather  profitable  for  our  community.  The  Sand  &  Gravel 
Tax  produced  an  additional  $35,138  in  revenue  for  the  Town.  The  Pit  Activity  Tax  also 
raised  an  additional  $98,728.  Now  that  we  have  this  process  down  smooth,  I  am  sure 
that  the  legislature  will  change  the  process.  This  keeps  us  on  our  toes  here  in  the 
Assessing  Department. 

John  Temchack,  the  Assessor,  is  now  here  4  days  a  week  and  is  right  out 
straight  with  all  the  new  homes  as  well  as  additions  and  alterations.  Needless  to  say 
the  load  is  tremendous.  Special  thanks  to  Joanne  Drewniak,  my  Secretary,  for  the  great 
job  she  is  doing  despite  the  constant  interruptions.  The  workload  has  been  extremely 
heavy  for  all  of  us,  both  with  the  abatements,  phone  calls,  the  walk-in  visitors  and 
assessing  of  all  the  new  construction. 

Just  a  reminder,  the  window  for  filing  for  exemptions  and  abatements  is  from  the 
date  of  the  receipt  of  the  fall  bill  until  March  1^'.  We  welcome  you  to  come  in  anytime 
and  check  your  property  card  or  to  ask  questions  you  may  have.  We  are  here  for  you!

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EXEMPTIONS 


Effective  with  the  1997  tax  year,  the  law  governing  the  various  forms  of  property  tax  relief 
available  to  landowners  had  been  standardized  Under  the  new  system,  a  taxpayer  will  have  until 
March  1  after  the  final  tax  bill  to  file  any  application  for  exemption,  credit,  or  tax  deferral.  Any 
further  information  concerning  any  of  the  exemptions  may  be  obtained  from  the  Assessing 
Department. 

Blind  Exemption 

1 .  Determined  legally  blind  by  the  Administrator  of  Blind  Services  of  the  Vocational 
Rehabilitation  Division  of  the  Education  Department. 

2.  Exempt  each  year  on  assess  value  for  property  tax  purposes  of  his/her  residential  real  estate 
to  the  value  of  $50,000.00  (approved  May  12, 1993  Town  Meeting). 

Elderly  Exemption 

1 .  Has  to  reside  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  at  least  five  (5)  years  preceding  April  1  st. 

2.  Has  a  net  income  from  all  sources,  except  those  listed  in  RSA  72:43c,  of  less  than 
$18,400.00  including  Social  Security,  or  if  married,  less  than  $26400.00  including  Social 
Security. 

3.  Owns  net  assets  not  in  excess  of  the  amount  determined  by  the  City  or  Town  for  purposes 
of  RSA  72:39-b,  excluding  the  value  of  the  person's  actual  residence  and  the  land  upon 
which  it  is  located  up  to  the  greater  of  two  (2)  acres  or  the  minimum  single  family 
residential  lot  size  specified  in  the  local  Zoning  Ordinance.  The  amount  determined  by  the 
City  or  Town  shall  not  be  less  than  $35,000.  "Net  Assets"  means  the  value  of  all  assets, 
tangible  and  intangible,  minus  the  value  of  any  good  faith  encumbrances.  "Residence" 
means  the  housing  unit,  and  related  structures  such  as  an  unattached  garage  or  woodshed, 
which  is  the  person's  principal  home,  and  which  the  person  in  good  faith  regards  as  home 
to  the  exclusion  of  any  other  places  where  the  person  may  temporarily  live.  "Residence" 
shall  exclude  attached  dwelling  units  and  unattached  structures  used  or  intended  for 
commercial  or  other  nonresidential  purposes. 

4.  Additional  requirements  for  an  exemption  under  RSA  72:39-b  shall  be  that  the  property  is: 

(a)  Owned  by  the  residential;  or 

(b)  Owned  by  a  resident  jointly  or  in  common  with  the  resident's  spouse,  either  of 
whom  meets  the  age  requirement  for  the  exemption  claimed;  or 

(c)  Owned  by  a  resident  joint  or  in  common  with  a  person  not  the  resident's  spouse,  if 
the  resident  meets  the  applicable  age  requirement  for  the  exemption  claimed;  or 

(d)  Owned  by  a  resident,  or  the  resident's  spouse,  either  of  whom  meets  the  age 
requirement  for  the  exemption  claimed,  and  when  they  have  been  married  to  each 
other  for  at  least  5  yeare. 
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5.  Is  at  least  65  years  old  on  or  before  April  1st  An  exemption  of  $30,000.00  for  residents 
65  years  of  age  up  to  75,  $45,000.00  from  75  years  of  age  up  to  80,  and  $60,000.00  from 
80  years  of  age  and  older  is  applied  to  the  assessed  value  of  the  property.  Approved  and 
Seconded  at  Town  Meeting  on  April  8,  1997. 

Veteran's  Exemption 

1 .  Has  to  be  a  resident  of  the  State  for  at  least  one  ( 1 )  year  jM^vious  to  April  1  st  of  the  year  in 
which  the  exemption  is  applied  for. 

2.  Has  to  have  served  not  less  than  ninety  (90)  days  in  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States 
in  a  war  or  conflict  as  outlined  in  RSA  72:28.  The  exemption  in  the  amount  of  $100.00  is 
applied  to  the  amount  of  the  taxes  paid.  An  exemption  of  $1,400.00  is  also  available  to  the 
Veteran  if  he/she  is  100%  permanently  disabled  as  a  result  of  a  service  connected  injury. 

A  copy  of  the  DD2 14,  or  discharge  paper  is  required  when  applying  for  this  exemptioa 

Beneficial  Interest  Owners  of  a  Trust 

The  legislature  passed  a  new  law  in  1992  that  requires  the  beneficial  interest  owner  of  a  trust  to 
qualify  for  certain  exemptions  under  Chapter  72.  (RSA  72:6-a,  RSA  72:33-a,  and  RSA  72:43-h). 
Beneficial  interest  owners  of  a  trust,  now  differ  from  the  permanent  applicants  for  exemptions  in 
that  you  must  refile  for  the  permanent  exemption  and  a  copy  of  the  trust  must  be  filed  with  the 
permanent  applicatioa 

Current  Use 

In  order  to  encourage  appreciation  for  the  environment,  conserve  land  and  other  resources,  and  to 
maintain  open  space,  there  are  provisions  for  placing  land  in  Current  Use  status  where  it  is  taxes  at  \ 
a  lower  rate.  Many  restrictions  apply,  including  in  most  cases  a  10  acre  minimum.  If  you  desire  toi 
investigate  it  further,  you  will  want  to  look  up  RSA  79-A. 

Manufactured  Housing 

Whenever  a  person  moves  manufactured  housing  into  a  city  or  town  for  the  purpose  of  residing  in 
the  Town,  or  whenever  a  person  purchases  an  existing  manufactured  unit,  he  shall,  within  fifteen 
(1 5)  days,  register  with  the  Assessing  Department. 

Personal  Property  on  Land  of  Another 

When  tax  upon  property  located  on  land  of  another  is  unpaid,  the  tax  may  be  assessed  to  the 
owners  of  the  land,  under  certain  conditions.  The  owner  of  the  land  must  notify  the  Assessing 
Department. 
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Gifts  to  Conservation 

Under  the  provisions  of  RSA  36-A.4,  the  Conservation  Commission  may  receive  gifts  of  money 
and  property,  both  real  and  personal  in  the  name  of  the  Town,  subject  to  approval  of  the  Town 
Council.  Such  gifts  are  to  be  managed  and  contained  by  the  Commission  for  the  purpose  for 
which  intended.

BUILDING  DEPARTMENT 


We  find  ourselves  at  the  end  of  another  very  busy  year.  The  activities  listed  below  will 
offer  you  the  opportunity  to  see  what  has  occurred  in  our  once  small  connmunity.  Again,  as  last 
year  there  is  a  boonn  in  new  residential  units  and  as  of  this  writing,  there  is  no  indication  that  a 
slow  down  is  eminent.  As  was  the  case  last  year,  the  vast  majority  of  residential  activity  has 
taken  place  on  the  east  side  of  the  river. 

This  past  year  has  brought  many  changes.  The  duties  of  the  Health  Officer  have  been 
added  to  the  Building  Department.  This  is  a  new  experience  for  me.   I  have  spent  a  lot  of  time 
learning  the  "rules"  of  the  position.  Activities  such  as  day  care  inspections  and  licensing,  foster 
homes,  septic  system  failures,  as  well  as  the  normal  run  of  the  mill  health  issues,  have  taken  up 
what  available  time  there  may  have  been.   It  is,  however,  a  new  challenge,  but  one  that  I  accept 
with  great  expectations  and  will  serve  the  community  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 

This  past  year  we  welcomed  Joanne  Drewniak,  Clerk  for  the  Department.  She  has  been 
a  blessing  and  has  adapted  well  to  handling  two  Departments  (Building  and  Assessing).  We  all 
shared  the  sorrow  of  the  loss  of  a  good  friend,  Chief  Steven  LaDuke.  He  will  be  sadly  missed. 
His  passing  has  brought  us  a  new  chief,  and  I  look  forward  to  a  great  interdepartmental 
networking  and  cooperative  effort  for  the  safety  and  well  being  of  our  Town. 

Next  year  we  will  see  a  new  full  time  Administrative  Assistant  to  the  Building/Health 
Department  and  new  office  space.  The  demands  on  the  department  have  dictated  that  more 
time  be  dedicated  to  electronic  file  updates,  new  permit  processes,  assistance  in  the  GIS  system 
for  our  mapping  and  constant  data  gathering  and  dispersing  for  the  two  departments. 

A  few  of  the  more  noticeable  projects  in  Town  are:  Applebees,  at  the  K  Mart  plaza;  The 
Barking  Dog,  a  huge  kennel  on  By-Pass  28;  Morgan  Self  Storage,  at  the  old  Coastal  Lumber 
Site;  finalizing  of  the  Hooksett  Self  Storage  Facility  on  Rte  3-A,  and  the  final  start  of  remodeling 
of  Hampshire  Hall  at  the  North  Campus  of  New  Hampshire  College. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  say  thank  you  to  those  who  have  put  up  with  me 
this  year  and  have  been  an  irreplaceable  assistance  in  the  functioning  of  the  Department.  First,  I 
would  like  to  thank  Joanne,  without  whom  the  department  would  have  certainly  failed.  To  Sandy 
and  the  rest  of  the  Town  Hall  Staff,  thank  you  for  your  assistance  and  patience.  To  Cory  Landry 
and  Deputy  Chief  Lambert,  a  great  help,  especially  during  the  times  we  were  the  busiest  and  you 
were  suffering  loss.  The  cooperation  and  camaraderie  that  exists  between  the  two  departments 
is  a  very  valuable  asset  to  Hooksett.  To  the  members  of  the  other  departments  that  I  worked 
with  throughout  the  year,  thank  you  for  all  that  you  do.   Finally,  I  would  like  to  thank  you,  the 
citizens  of  Hooksett  for  allowing  me  to  serve  you.  This  is  a  wonderful  community,  and  I  look 
forward  to  many  more  years  of  service  to  you.

CEMETERY  COMMISSION 


The  Cemetery  Commission  is  pleased  to  make  the  following  report  of  activities 
for  the  fiscal  year  1 998-99: 

Your  Cemetery  Commission  continues  to  update  records  and  are  pleased  to 
receive  corrections  in  those  records  from  the  citizens  of  Hooksett.  The  Commission 
plans  to  place  a  copy  of  the  computer  printout  in  the  Hooksett  Library  as  an  aid  to  those 
searching  records. 

The  duties  of  the  Cemetery  Trustees  are  specifically  outlined  in  RSA  289  and  boil 
down  to  responsibility  for  all  Town  Cemeteries  and  maintaining  a  record  of  all  burials. 
Your  Trustees  continue  to  handle  personal  inquiries  concerning  burials  which  have 
been  made  in  Hooksett  and  concerns  of  families  which  have  had  a  death  and  desire 
burial  in  Hooksett.  The  Hooksett  cemeteries  are  primarily  for  Hooksett  residents,  former 
Hooksett  residents,  or  family  members  of  those  who  have  burial  lots  in  one  of  the  Town 
cemeteries. 

Since  1960,  the  Town  has  issued  Cemetery  Deeds  for  burial  space.  Prior  to  that, 
letters,  notes  and  marks  on  Cemetery  maps,  were  the  method  of  recording  ownership  of 
burial  space.  The  Deeds  are  prepared  by  the  Town  and  the  Trustees  would  like  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  thank  Jennifer  LaVigne  for  the  fine  job  she  does  in  recording  and 
processing  the  Deeds. 

Fifteen  burial  spaces  have  been  sold  this  fiscal  year  adding  $4,500  to  the  general 
maintenance  Trust  Fund.  It  is  the  plan  of  the  present  Commission  to  build  this  Trust 
Fund  to  a  point  that  the  income  will  ultimately  cover  the  expenses  of  maintaining  the 
Cemeteries. 

The  Trustees  continue  to  receive  compliments  on  the  appearance  of  our 
Cemeteries.  Thanks  to  Bruce  Mayhew  and  the  Highway  Department  crews  who  spend 
many  long  hot  hours  mowing  and  trimming.  They  also  do  all  the  excavating  for  burials. 
Many  thanks  to  the  Hooksett  Highway  Department.

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Central  Hooksett  Water 
Precinct  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1998  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  These 
general  purpose  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Precinct's  management.  Our 
responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  general  purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Those  standards 
require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  financial 
statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence 
supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the 
accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the 
overall  financial  statement  presentation.  We  believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our 
opinion. 

The  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  do  not  include  the  general  fixed  assets 
account  group  which  should  be  included  in  order  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.  As  is  the  case  with  most  municipal  entities  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  Central 
Hooksett  Water  Precinct  has  not  maintained  historical  cost  records  of  its  fixed  assets.  The  amount  that 
should  be  recorded  in  the  general  fixed  assets  account  group  is  not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  omission  described  in  the 
preceding  paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all 
material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  the  Central  Hooksett  Water  Precinct,  as  of  December  31, 
1998,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles.

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REPORT        OF 

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Conservation  Commission  meets  monthly  to  review  plans  with  wetland  impacts  and 
to  conduct  other  business  related  to  natural  resources  issues  of  town-wide  concern.  The 
regular  meeting  date  changed  to  the  first  Wednesday  of  the  month  starting  in  February 
1999.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public. 

During  the  1998-1999  year  the  Commission  proposed  revisions  to  the  existing  wetland 
ordinance,  approved  by  the  town  in  March.  Included  were  revisions  for  language 
housekeeping/clarification,  revised  format  of  special  provisions,  and  the  addition  of 
wetlands  of  any  size  contiguous  to  prime  wetland.  The  Commission  actively  worked  with 
the  Planning  Board,  under  new  Planning  Board  procedures,  by  reviewing  all  plans 
before  the  Town.  Commission  members  attended  numerous  Technical  Review 
Meetings  for  new  plans,  Planning  Board  Meetings  and  Zoning  Board  Meetings  to  provide 
additional  information  on  conservation,  wetland  and  resource  concems.  Over  30  site 
walks  and  site  visits  were  conducted  for  reported  violations,  plans  under  review  by  the 
Conservation  Commission  and  resident  inquiries  about  activities  in  wetland  areas  or 
buffers. 

Among  the  projects  proposed  for  development  this  year  were  three  that  included 
designated  prime  wetlands  in  Hooksett.  The  Commission  is  continuing  to  review  local 
ordinances  and  a  procedure  related  to  prime  wetlands  and  is  working  closely  with 
NHDES  Wetland  Board  to  better  understand  and  protect  these  special  areas. 

The  Conservation  Commission  worked  with  Audubon  and  local  residents  concerning  a 
bald  eagle  nest  site.  We  also  joined  with  the  Hooksett  Garden  Club  to  offer  information 
about  Purple  Loosestrife  and  other  plants  that  endanger  wetlands  and  native  vegetation 
in  New  Hampshire. 

For  the  past  several  years  the  Commission  has  raised  funds  to  send  Hooksett  students 
to  conservation  camp.  This  year  the  Commission  sold  hats  and  raised/allotted  funds  for 
3  students  to  attend  Barry  Conservation  Camp.  Teachers  at  Hooksett  Memorial  School 
contributed  additional  funds  for  a  4"^  student.  Rick  Hedrick,  a  former  member  of  the 
Commission  and  teacher  at  Hooksett  Memorial  School,  continues  to  organize  and 
encourage  student  interest  in  the  scholarship  program,  as  well  as  teacher  contributions 
for  campers.  The  Commission  wishes  to  express  its  thanks  to  Rick  Hedrick  and  all 
teachers  at  Hooksett  Memorial  School  for  continuing  this  valuable  program  and 
contributing  to  student  education  in  our  natural  resources.  We  also  wish  to  thank  the 
staff  at  the  Town  Clerk's  Office  for  offering  our  items  for  sale  to  residents  year  round. 
Our  sincerest  thanks  to  all  residents  who  contributed  by  buying  t-shirts,  hats  or  making 
donations  for  conservation  camp.  The  Commission  plans  to  continue  fundraising  efforts 
and  offer  conservation  education  scholarships  for  local  students. 

This  was  a  year  of  change  in  the  membership  of  the  Conservation  Commission  with 
several  new  members  on  the  Commission  throughout  the  year.  We  thank  Dana  Bull, 
Mark  Fay,  Lynn  Gillette,  Dean  Inglis,  and  Carol  Johnson  for  their  short  but  important  time 
on  the  Commission.  Training  of  new  and  current  members  has  been  ongoing  including  a 
wetland  workshop  with  Eliot  Berman,  former  Chairman  and  soil  scientist  and  members 
attending  the  NH  Association  of  Conservation  Commission's  Annual  Meeting.  We  plan 
to  continue  ongoing  training  for  all  Commission  members  and  continue  to  welcome  new 
members.  With  regret  we  said  goodbye  to  Amy  O'Brien,  Secretary  to  the  Commission 
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for  several  years  and  to  Dot  Campbell,  a  valued  member  of  the  Commission.  We 
welcomed  Jo  Ann  D'Avanza,  Land  Use  Clerk,  as  the  new  Commission  Secretary.

FAMILY  SERVICES  DEPARTMENT 


In  October  of  1998,  the  Department  of  Family  Services  was  created  through  the 
joining  of  the  former  Human  Services  and  Youth  Services  Departments.  The  Family 
Services  Director  sen/es  Hooksett  youth  and  their  family  who  are  in  danger  of  becoming 
or  have  become  involved  in  the  juvenile  justice  system  and  administers  general 
assistance  to  families  in  need  under  RSA  165. 

Youth  Services 

In  the  past  year,  the  following  services/programs  were  offered: 

Intervention  Services 

-The  Family  Sen/ices  Director  worked  very  closely  with  the  Hooksett  Police  Department 
to  determine  the  disposition  of  all  juvenile  cases. 

-The  Director  managed  all  court  diversion  cases  by  designing  contracts  involving 
community  service,  apology  letters,  restitution,  and  referrals  to  various 
intervention/prevention  programs. 

-On  call  crisis  coverage  was  provided  to  the  Hooksett  Police  Department  in  cases 
involving  juveniles. 

-The  Director  assisted  families  who  were  experiencing  difficulties  by  providing 
intervention,  support,  follow-up,  and  referral  services  as  needed. 

Prevention  Programs 

-  Hooksett  fifth  graders  participated  in  the  "No  Butts  About  It"  tobacco  prevention 
program  facilitated  by  the  Family  Services  Director.  This  six  week  activity-based 
program  was  both  fun  and  educational  and  provided  students  with  information  to  help 
them  make  smart  choices  about  tobacco  use. 

-  The  Department  of  Family  Services  collaborated  with  the  Hooksett  School  District  to 
form  the  Connections  program  for  at-risk  youth.  The  main  goal  of  the  program  is  to 
provide  participants  with  opportunities  to  take  part  in  constructive  group  activities  that 
build  and  strengthen  support  systems  by  helping  kids  establish  connections  to  positive 
adults,  peers,  and  the  community.  In  August  of  1998,  Connections  was  piloted  with  five 
Hooksett  Middle  School  girls.  Due  to  the  positive  feedback  that  was  received  from  the 
girls,  their  parents,  school  staff,  and  the  community,  the  program  is  being  expanded  to 
include  an  additional  girls  group  and  a  boys  group,  serving  a  total  of  approximately  15- 
20  youth  and  their  families.  The  Connections  program  has  been  awarded  a  grant 
through  the  Merrimack  County  Incentive  Funds  to  help  with  the  expansion. 

The  Family  Services  Department  is  currently  working  with  the  school  district  in 
the  develop  net  *  of  an  out-of-school  suspension  program  for  Hooksett  middle  and  high 
school  stu  Ji-  "i    .  This  program  is  expected  to  begin  in  the  fall  of  1999. 

This  Department  serves  as  a  resource  for  any  community  member  in  need  of 
information  regarding  social  service  programs  designed  to  assist  children  or  the  family 
unit. 
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General  Assistance 

In  addition  to  providing  youth  services,  this  department  is  responsible  for 
administering  General  Assistance  to  eligible  Hooksett  residents.  Recipients  receive 
vouchers  to  pay  for  basic  needs  such  as  shelter,  food,  fuel,  and  medication.  The 
General  Assistance  program  is  designed  to  provide  short-term  assistance  until  recipients 
become  employed,  or  receive  long-term  assistance  from  the  state  or  federal 
government.  All  recipients  of  General  Assistance  agree  to  reimburse  the  Town  when 
they  return  to  an  income  status  that  allows  them  to  do  so. 

In  the  past  year,  approximately  70  Hooksett  residents  received  General 
Assistance.  The  majority  of  these  recipients  also  utilized  other  Hooksett  programs  such 
as  the  Hooksett  Food  Pantry,  the  Hooksett  Clothing  Shed,  the  Salvation  Army,  and  other 
programs  and  services  offered  through  the  Hooksett-ites  Happy  Helpers,  the  Prayer 
Hall,  the  Hooksett  Emergency  Relief  Committee,  and  the  Lions  Club.  Hooksett  is 
fortunate  to  have  organizations  such  as  these  that  help  to  meet  a  wide  variety  of  needs 
while  saving  taxpayer  dollars. 

In  addition  to  the  above  Hooksett  organizations,  Hooksett  residents  received 
assistance  with  fuel  bills  from  the  Fuel  Assistance  and  Neighbor  Helping  Neighbor 
programs  administered  by  the  Community  Action  Program  (CAP)  in  Suncook.  CAP  also 
helped  with  a  variety  of  food  programs  such  as  Commodity  Foods,  WIC,  and  Meals-on- 
Wheels.  The  New  Hampshire  Housing  Finance  Authority  provided  housing  assistance 
to  residents  in  need  through  the  Section  8  housing  program.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


The  members  of  the  Town  of  Hooksett  Fire-Rescue  Department  are  a  united 
team  of  professionals  who  are  committed  to  a  number  of  values,  number  one  of  which  is 
to  be  responsible  to  the  needs  of  the  citizens  and  the  community.  These  values  were 
tested  many  times  over  the  past  year,  especially  during  the  passing  of  Chief  Steven  A. 
LaDuke  in  February.  This  was  a  very  difficult  time  for  the  men  and  women  of  the 
Hooksett  Fire-Rescue  Department,  along  with  his  family.  We  will  always  be  grateful  for 
the  time  he  spent  with  us  and  the  leadership  he  exemplified.  He  is  and  will  continue  to 
be  missed  by  all.  The  members  of  the  Department  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  the 
community,  Town  departments  and  all  the  emergency  service  personnel  from  around 
the  State  and  New  England  for  their  support  in  our  time  of  need. 

The  call  volume  for  Fire-Rescue-EMS  during  calendar  year  1998  continued  to 
increase  as  it  has  in  the  past  few  years.  This  continued  increase  is  believed  to  be  a 
direct  result  of  the  continued  strong  growth  and  increase  in  new  construction  within  the 
community.  Other  important  events  that  occurred  during  the  past  fiscal  year  are  as 
follows: 

•  The  delivery  of  the  new  Engine  2  to  replace  Engine  4  in  November  1 998. 

•  The  loss  of  3  career  and  2  call  firefighters. 

•  The  hiring  of  2  new  career  firefighters  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Entrance 
Exam  list. 

•  Updating  of  Department  Rules  and  Regulations  and  Standard  Operating 
Guidelines. 

•  Use  of  the  New  Hampshire  Fire  Academy  Training  Props  to  enhance  skills  of  all 
department  members. 

•  Joint  presentation  made  during  June  1999  to  Town  Administrator  Michael  F.  Farrell 
and  members  of  the  Town  Council  by  Deputy  Fire  Chief  Gary  Lambert  and 
members  of  the  Local  Union  to  provide  Fire  Department  based  Advanced  Life 
Support  Ambulance  transportation  to  the  citizens  of  Hooksett.  This  would  be  the 
first  time  an  ambulance-based  service  would  be  provided  locally  to  the  citizens. 

•  Under  the  leadership  of  Captain  Corey  Landry  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Bureau,  the 
"Safe"  program  was  brought  to  Hooksett  during  May  1999  through  the  assistance  of 
the  PTA  of  Hooksett  schools  and  many  other  businesses  and  organizations  in  the 
community  and  surrounding  area.  This  was  the  first  time  a  program  of  this  nature 
was  presented  in  Hooksett. 

•  The  Smokehouse  Program  was  brought  to  Hooksett  schools  for  the  first  time  to 
teach  children  the  skills  to  be  utilized  for  a  basic  escape  plan  from  their  homes. 

Additionally  a  child  care  staff  training  program  is  ongoing  throughout  the 
community.  Other  programs  that  continued  during  the  past  fiscal  year  under  the  Fire 
Prevention  Bureau  were  Fire  Prevention  week  activities  and  the  Fire  Challenge 
Program  for  the  8'^  graders  in  the  local  schools.  Also  many  regular  public  education 
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type  programs  related  to  the  Emergency  Services  provided  by  the  Fire-Rescue 
Department  were  presented  to  organizations  in  the  community.  The  Fire  Lane 
Ordinance  was  updated  during  June  1999  to  enhance  the  access  around  buildings  in 
the  community  to  assure  fire  prevention  can  be  provided. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  recognize  Captain  Norman  Morrissette  who  retired  on 
June  1 ,  1999  for  over  26  years  of  service  to  the  citizens  of  Hooksett  and  wish  him  well 
on  his  retirement. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  dedicated  men  and  women  of  the  Hooksett  Fire- 
Rescue  Department  for  their  continued  dedication  and  excellent  service  to  the  citizens 
of  Hooksett  in  their  time  of  need,  and  especially  Deputy  Chief  Gary  Lambert  who 
assumed  the  Chiefs  duties  for  the  past  four  months  during  the  loss  of  Chief  Steven  A. 
LaDuke  until  my  arrival.  Deputy  Lambert  performed  admirably  during  this  difficult  time 
and  the  citizens  of  Hooksett  should  be  proud  of  his  leadership  in  the  Department. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  also  extended  to  the  members  of  the  Town  Council,  Town 
Administrator  Michael  F.  Farrell,  Deputy  Chief  Gary  Lambert  and  all  other  Town 
Department  heads,  employees  and  citizens  for  the  warm  welcome  they  have  shown  me 
during  my  first  few  weeks  here  along  with  all  the  support  received  from  the  surrounding 
communities,  emergency  response  system  and  finally  the  countless  number  of  other 
individuals  and  agencies  that  have  contributed  their  time,  effort  and  donations  towards 
the  cause  of  responding  to  those  that  seek  assistance  in  the  time  of  need.

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


The  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1999  showed  continued  high  activity  levels  and 
progress  in  the  operations  of  your  Highway  Department.  We  made  a  number  of  new 
hires,  while  some  long-term  employees  have  left  the  Department.  In  the  current 
economy,  with  high  employment,  it  has  been  difficult  to  fill  some  of  our  vacancies  with 
the  qualified  people  required.  We  are  optimistic  that  the  Department  will  be  at  full 
strength  going  into  the  fall  so  that  we  will  have  a  full  staff  of  trained  drivers  and  support 
personnel  for  winter  snow  and  ice  control. 

This  past  winter  was  notable  for  the  extended  and  unusual  ice  conditions,  most  notably 
in  January.  The  roads  were  generally  maintained  in  good  condition.  However,  due  to 
the  continuous  nature  of  the  icing,  and  the  unrelenting  demands  on  our  personnel,  there 
were  times  that  we  fell  below  our  usual  high  standards.  Furthermore,  during  these  times 
the  extreme  demands  on  the  regional  salt  supply  crimped  deliveries  to  all  public  and 
private  customers.  As  a  result,  during  the  worst  of  the  icing  the  supply  of  sand  and  salt 
routinely  made  available  at  the  Transfer  Station  for  residents  was  depleted.  The  limited 
supply  of  available  materials  was  held  in  reserve  for  highway  and  public  safety 
applications.  We  regret  that  these  conditions  developed,  and  apologize  to  all  for  any 
inconvenience  that  resulted.  Alternative  storage  and  supply  measures,  plus  improved 
control  over  problem  response  will  be  used  in  the  coming  winters  to  reduce  the  potential 
for  repetition.  In  addition  to  snow  and  ice  control,  routine  highway  work  is  ongoing  on 
pavement  repairs/rebuilding  and  on  maintenance  of  roadsides  and  drainage  works. 

Curbside  residential  rubbish  collection  is  a  major  activity  of  the  Highway  Department, 
and  of  course  an  important,  but  routine,  service  for  our  residents.  This  year  saw  the 
adoption  of  the  Rubbish  Collection  Policy  by  the  Town  Council.  These  common  sense 
rules  are  intended  to  assure  high  levels  of  uniform  service  to  our  customers,  and  to 
assist  in  assuring  the  safety  of  personnel  who  must  handle  the  waste.  Included  in  the 
policy  are  limitations  on  the  size  and  weight  of  containers  (forty  pounds  maximum),  as 
well  as  prohibitions  on  curbside  disposal  of  hazardous  items  (certain  common 
household  products  can  create  dangers  during  collection  or  disposal  due  to  their  being 
flammable,  explosive,  toxic,  or  caustic.  Please  consider  this  before  'tossing  them  into 
the  trash').  The  distinction  between  residential  and  commercial  waste  was  also  clarified 
and  standardized.  Copies  of  the  complete  policy  are  available  at  the  Highway 
Department  and  at  the  Town  Offices.  Please  stop  in,  or  call,  if  you  would  like  to  receive 
the  complete  document.  Growth  in  the  total  number  of  residential  stops  and  in  trash 
volume  and  tonnage,  as  well  as  the  handling  of  recycle  materials  pose  serious 
challenges  for  both  collection  and  disposal.  We  expect  to  work  closely  with  the  Transfer 
Station  to  consider  these  issues  in  the  coming  year. 

The  Highway  Department  Manager,  in  conjunction  with  the  Planning  Board,  continued 
to  review  a  large  number  of  development  projects  planned  and  under  construction. 
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These  include  subdivisions  with  new  Town  streets  and  related  facilities,  and  as  well  as 
site  plans  for  multifamily  and  commercial/industrial  development  along  town  and  state 
highways.  Among  other  concerns,  in  these  reviews  our  goals  include  a  process  by 
which  interested  parties  can  understand  and  provide  input  to  the  development  proposal, 
plus  fostering  well  engineered  and  environmentally  sound  industrial  and  commercial 
activity  to  favorably  effect  the  tax  rate  and  utility  infrastructure.  Roadways  and  related 
infrastructure  are  generally  being  inspected  by  outside  engineering  firms,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Highway  Department  Manager.  The  developer  pays  the  cost  of  outside 
inspections  as  well  as  testing  services  from  funds  deposited  with  the  Town.  Street 
Opening  Permits  for  installation  of  utilities  associated  with  developments,  as  well  as 
extensions  and  improvements  by  the  utility  companies,  have  also  been  an  area  of  much 
activity. 

Driveways  are  another  activity  and  concern  for  the  Highway  Department,  as  well  as  for 
the  residents  and  businesses  along  town  highways.  New  driveways  are  subject  to  a 
permit  process,  which  includes  an  inspection  prior  to  occupancy  of  the  property. 
Driveway  concerns  include  safe  sight  distance,  moderate  slopes  to  assure  safe  entry 
and  exit  in  slippery  conditions,  and  drainage.  Many  driveways  require  culverts  for 
passage  of  roadside  runoff.  Although  often  located  within  the  limits  of  the  town  highway, 
maintenance  of  such  culverts  is  the  responsibility  of  the  adjacent  owner  who  uses  the 
driveway.  Highway  Department  inspections  are  intended  to  assure  that  culverts  are 
properly  sized,  located,  and  installed  so  that  the  responsibility  does  not  become 
burdensome. 

During  the  past  year  a  Master  Mechanic  and  Mechanic  were  hired,  and  these  highly 
qualified  individuals  perform  routine  maintenance  as  well  as  repairs  on  all  Highway 
Department  vehicles  and  on  the  vehicles  and  equipment  of  all  Town  departments.  They 
are  able  to  service  a  wide  range  of  equipment  -from  small  engines  such  as  chain  saws 
and  string  trimmers,  through  police  cruisers  and  on  up  to  heavy  equipment  and  trucks 
including  fire  apparatus.  A  computerized  record  system  is  used  for  tracking  costs  and 
scheduling  of  routine  service. 

Safety  consciousness  in  the  workplace  continues  to  improve.  A  trenching  shield  for 
safety  within  excavations  was  approved  at  Town  Meeting  -  This  unit  will  be  available  for 
shared  use  by  other  Town  departments,  including  Sewer  and  the  Water  Precincts. 

Cooperation  and  providing  service  to  other  Town  departments  continues  to  be  a  priority. 
In  addition  to  the  completion  of  a  joint  project  with  the  sewer  in  the  village  area  and  on 
Golden  Gate  Drive,  we  have  worked  closely  with  the  Transfer  Station  on  their  landfill 
closure,  and  with  Parks  and  Recreation  on  grounds  care  and  planning  of  the  proposed 
park  facility  on  Farmer  Road.

This  canal  was  located  north  of  Merrimack 
Street  across  from  the  Macey  property.

HOOKSETT'ITES 


Since  its  founding  some  22  years  ago,  the  Hooksett-ites  have  grown  in  size  from  a  small 
handful  of  seniors  to  nearly  200,  about  75  to  80  of  whom  are  very  active  in  group  func- 
tions. We  meet  every  Friday  at  10  AM  in  the  Hooksett  Public  Library.  Only  on  rare  occa- 
sions when  a  Friday  falls  on  a  major  holiday,  such  as  Christmas  or  New  Years'  Day,  are 
meetings  postponed.  Throughout  this  past  year,  an  average  of  65  members  attended  the 
meetings. 

Every  meeting  is  opened  with  a  "Thought  for  the  Day"  followed  by  the  Lord's  Prayer,  The 
Pledge  of  Allegiance  to  the  Flag  and  the  singing  of  the  Star  Spangled  Banner.  A  light 
lunch  of  sandwiches,  crackers  and  cheese,  pickles,  chips,  coffee  and  desserts  make  up 
the  normal  menu,  and  is  served  following  the  business  meeting.  Sandwiches,  etc.,  for 
the  luncheon  are  provided  by  the  members  on  a  roster  basis.  On  the  4"^  Friday  of  each 
month  a  cake  is  purchased  to  help  celebrate  with  members  having  a  birthday  during  that 
month. 

On  the  first  Friday  of  every  month  Carolyn  Travers,  Senior  Aerobics  Instructor  with  the 
Executive  Health  and  Sports  Center,  volunteers  on  her  day  off  to  give  our  members  a  30 
minute  class  of  aerobic  exercises  and  line  dancing.  That  program  is  well  received  and 
appreciated. 

A  program  chairman  is  responsible  for  arranging  interesting,  educational  and  entertain- 
ing guests  for  the  meetings.  On  those  days  when  no  program  is  scheduled,  the  mem- 
bers will  have  a  sing  along  or  do  a  lot  of  socializing  with  each  other.  There  are  always 
stories  to  tell  and  ideas  to  exchange.  So  many  of  the  seniors  have  expressed  their 
gratitude  for  a  place  to  go  and  look  forward  to  Friday  moming  and  an  opportunity  to  get 
out  and  mingle  with  their  peers. 

Our  activities  are  many  and  varied.  In  addition  to  our  regular  first  Friday  of  the  month  ex- 
ercises, a  synopsis  of  events  for  this  past  fiscal  year  follows: 

Jul  98  -  Judy  Hess,  owner  of  Carlson  WagonLit  Travel  Agency,  gave  us  some  tips  on 
how  to  travel  for  less.  Mary  Ellen  Dutton  of  "Ask-A-Nurse"  explained  that  activity  and 
gave  us  some  tips  on  how  to  beat  the  heat.  Pat  Davenport,  Registered  Nurse,  gave  us  a 
presentation  on  the  "Great  Day  Program",  a  free  medical  service  for  seniors,  located  in 
the  Carpenter  Hotel,  Manchester.  Jennifer  Vaughn,  newscaster  with  WMUR-TV,  pro- 
vided us  with  an  inside  scoop  on  TV  news.  Bus  trip  to  North  Shore  Theater,  Beverly,  MA 
to  see  "Annie" 

Aug  98  -  Louise  Osborne,  owner  and  operator  of  the  Hooksett  Agway  store,  told  us  all 
about  that  operation,  as  well  as  some  tips  on  how  to  raise  mums.  Bob  Panit,  firefighter/

Library  by  Librarian  Fran  Hebert.  Tracy  Venne,  an  emergency  medical  technician  with 
Tri-Town  Ambulance  Service,  told  us  all  about  that  operation  while  demonstrating  some 
of  the  life  saving  equipment  they  use.  Our  annual  fund  raising  auction  was  held  with 
Lloyd  Robie  acting  as  auctioneer.  Nominating  committee  announced  slate  of  officers  to 
be  installed  for  1999.  They  are:  President  Gus  Schunemann;  1^'  Vice  President,  Eliza- 
beth Stewart;  2"^  Vice  President  William  Israel;  Recording  Secretary  Muriel  Simmons;

June  Rich's  kindergarten  class, 
Underhill  School,  entertains  us  with  songs  of  Christmas. 

Jan  99  -  Jack  O'Connor,  NH  Bureau  of  Emergency  Communications,  detailed  the 
workings  of  the  911  system  in  the  Concord  headquarters. 

Feb  99  -  Ann  Murray  leads  the  group  in  another  old-fashioned  sing-a-long.  Hooksett-ites 
read  to  children  at  Underhill  School  during  literacy  week.  Jim  and  Gert  Connor  are 
crowned  king  and  queen  at  annual  Valentine's  Day  party.  Officer  Tom  Keach,  Hooksett 
Police  Department,  explains  "Are  You  OK"  program  of  checking  up  on  seniors  who  live 
alone  or  are  shut-ins.  Town  Administrator  Mike  Farrell  explains  warrant  articles  that  will 
appear  on  the  ballot.

Ed  Greenlaw  entertains  the  group  with  his 
musical  saw.  A  busload  of  members  traveled  to  North  Shore  Theater,  Beverly,  MA  to 
see  "My  Fair  Lady".  Hooksett  Officer  Brian  Gannon  entertains  with  his  K-9  Police  Dog 
"Granit".  Hooksett-ites  conduct  a  bake  sale  for  the  benefit  of  the  Robie's  Store  Preserva- 
tion Committee.  Charles  Frannaras  and  Mike  Jobin,  The  Prescription  Center,  Concord, 
explained  medical  supplies  and  equipment  allowed  by  Medicare  and  Medicaid  Michelle 
Carvalho,  Assistant  Principal  at  Underbill  School,  proposes  "Adopt  A  Hooksett-ite"  pro- 
gram that  would  bring  senior  citizens  into  the  classrooms,  beginning  in  the  fall.  Stella 
Black  appeared  on  a  30  minute  television  interview  with  Steve  Matheau,  discussing  the 
Hooksett-ites  in  depth.  The  program  provided  an  excellent  overview  of  our  group. 

In  addition  to  the  above  weekly  functions,  the  Hooksett-ites  continue  to  participate  in 
many  community  activities.  Under  the  direction  of  Bernadette  Chevrette,  The  Hooksett- 
ites  Entertainers,  a  group  of  about  thirty  members,  perform  a  variety  of  musical  shows, 
comedy  skits  and  specialty  acts  before  audiences  in  nursing  homes,  schools,  hospitals, 
civic  groups,  etc.  at  no  charge.  An  average  of  one  or  two  shows  per  week  are  performed 
from  September  through  May  of  each  year.  They  have  received  countless  commenda- 
tions and  letters  of  appreciation  for  their  unselfish  contrioution  of  time  and  energy  for  the 
enjoyment  of  others. 

The  Hooksett-ites  Happy  Helpers,  under  the  direction  of  Alpha  and  Bernadette 
Chevrette,  volunteer  their  time  to  operate  the  Clothing  Bank,  located  in  the  Hooksett 
District  Court  building.  Here  they  receive  and  process  clothing  donated  by  residents  of 
Hooksett  and  other  surrounding  communities.  The  clothing  is  then  sold  to  the  general 
public  for  a  fraction  of  its  value.  Some  household  items  are  also  collected  for  resale. 
Every  penny  of  the  proceeds  from  the  Clothing  Bank  go  to  the  needy  citizens  of  Hook- 
sett. In  close  coordination  with  the  town  Human  Services  Director,  scores  of  needy  fami- 
lies and  individuals  have  received  assistance  from  this  humanitarian  effort. 

Since  the  playground  was  built,  the  Hooksett-ites  have  contributed  to  the  upkeep  of  The 
Kid's  Kaboose  by  tossing  their  pennies  into  a  coffee  can.  Once  a  month,  or  so,  the 
treasurer  counts  them  and  sends  a  check  to  the  playground  committee.  At  the  last  count, 
over  $800  had  been  donated  to  this  project. 

It  has  been  an  eventful  year  for  the  Hooksett-ites,  one  for  which  we  can  be  proud.  We 
continually  strive  to  make  Hooksett  a  better  place  to  live  for  its  senior  citizens.

Under  the  contract  with  the  Town  of  Hooksett,  the  organization  has  been 
receiving  $3,500  annually  for  which  they  have  agreed  to  provide  a  meeting  place  weekly, 
an  "Over  80s  Party"  to  which  every  senior  who  lives  in  Hooksett  and  is  over  80  years  old 
is  invited,  a  Christmas  party  for  the  senior  members,  two  picnics  at  Bear  Brook  State 
Park  and  to  remember  "shut-ins"  with  flowers,  Christmas  plants,  cards,  baskets  of  fruit 
and  memorials.  This  year  the  "Over  80"  party  was  a  great  success  with  the  largest 
number  of  seniors  and  guests  attending. 

The  cost  of  contracted  items  this  year  was:

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REPORT        OF 

LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 


After  an  intense  remodeling  effort  to  convert  the  prior  Mount  Saint  Mary's  and 
New  Hampshire  College  building  into  a  modern  library  for  the  Town  of  Hooksett,  we 
embarked  on  the  most  serious  moving  effort  that  any  of  the  staff  and  Trustees  had  ever 
experienced.  On  July  29,  1998  our  new  Library  at  1701 B  Hooksett  Road  opened  after  a 
very  busy  two-week  period  when  the  Library  closed  for  our  move  to  our  new  location. 
Our  Library  Director,  Fran  Hebert,  and  her  dedicated  staff  did  a  great  job  of  supervising 
the  moving  company  and  coordinating  all  of  the  vendors  who  were  busy  delivering  our 
new  circulation  desk,  computers,  tables  and  chairs  and  of  course  the  shelving  for  all  of 
our  books. 

All  of  us  were  so  caught  up  in  the  thousands  of  details  that  we  did  not  fully  realize 
what  we  had  accomplished  until  we  started  to  get  feedback  from  the  citizens  of 
Hooksett  and  from  library  staff  and  trustees  from  other  towns  in  southern  New 
Hampshire.  We  have  a  facility  that  is  envied  by  many  towns  much  larger  than  ours  and 
that  will  support  not  only  our  library  functions  but  also  serve  as  a  meeting  place  for 
many  town  and  civic  organizations  for  many  years  to  come.  Patrons  speak  of  a  feeling 
of  serenity  and  spaciousness  even  though  the  Library  is  often  very  busy.  In  addition, 
the  view  from  our  parking  lot  across  the  valley  may  be  one  of  the  prettiest  sights  in 
town! 

Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  many  individuals,  businesses  and  civic  groups,  the 
Library  has  many  amenities  only  dreamed  of  by  the  Trustees  when  we  began  this 
project.  We  currently  offer  public  Internet  access  on  six  computers,  which  are  often  all 
in  use.  We  have  a  special  room  dedicated  to  the  children's  story  hours  and  furnished 
appropriately  for  related  arts  and  crafts.  There  is  a  special  "Homework"  room  for  middle 
school  students  with  computers  and  available  software  to  do  research.  The  Children's 
Room  has  well  arranged  and  easy  to  peruse  stacks  of  books,  welcoming  seating  and 
beanbag  chairs  where  moms  can  often  be  seen  trying  to  convince  their  children  that  it 
really  is  time  to  go  home  now! 

The  Adult  Fiction,  Nonfiction  and  Reference  areas  are  larger  than  the  entire  old 
library,  including  the  trailer!  There  is  a  special  Reference  desk  at  which  to  request  help 
with  research  as  well  as  numerous  terminals  at  which  patrons  can  search  for  materials 
not  only  at  our  library  but  also  at  the  eleven  other  libraries  that  are  members  of  the 
Greater  Manchester  Interlibrary  Consortium  System.   If  patrons  need  materials  from 
other  libraries,  they  can  be  delivered  to  Hooksett  or  patrons  are  free  to  borrow  them 
directly  from  the  relevant  library  by  use  of  the  Common  Borrowers'  Card,  which  can  be 
obtained  at  the  Library  as  well.  We  have  a  comfortable  seating  area  to  read  the 
newspaper,  or  more  closely  examine  potential  book  choices. 

Library  services  are  evolving  as  technology  advances  to  allow  additional  and 
more  immediate  ways  to  access  information.  The  Trustees  are  committed  to  providing 
the  technical  tools  to  allow  access  to  this  expanding  world  of  information  for  our  patrons. 
However,  we  have  not  lost  sight  of  the  need  to  continue  to  provide  our  citizens  with  the 
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latest  novels  and  nonfictlon  materials  to  enjoy  as  reading  for  pleasure.  Our  new  facility 
offers  something  for  everyone  and  we  invite  all  citizens  to  visit  and  give  us  their 
feedback. 

We  offer  special  thanks  to  Nancy  Barrett,  who  has  retired  from  the  Board  of 
Trustees  after  serving  multiple  terms  and  chairing  the  Board  during  the  construction 
phase  of  the  project.  Nancy's  wisdom  and  guidance,  not  to  mention  her  participation  in 
the  endless  7:00AM  construction  meetings  were  invaluable.  She  will  remain  active  on 
our  Art  Committee  and  Landscape  Design  Committee  (in  conjunction  with  the  Hooksett 
Garden  Club)  and  we  are  grateful  for  her  continued  support.

1 .  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

4.  To  choose  a  Commissioner  for  the  ensuing  five  years. 
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5.  To  see  if  the  Precinct  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  the  1999  taxes  and  water  rents,  to  be  repaid 
therefrom.  Motion  made  to  accept  as  presented  -  motion  passed 

6.  To  see  if  the  Precinct  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  to

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Hooksett  Village  Water 
Precinct  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1998  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  These 
general  purpose  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Precinct's  management.  Our 
responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  general  purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

Except  as  discussed  in  the  following  paragraphs,  we  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  auditing  standards.  Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtam 
reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  fmancial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit 
includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial 
statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates 
made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  financial  statement  presentation.  We  believe  that 
our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

Government  Accounting  Standards  Board  Technical  Bulletin  98-1,  Disclosures  about  Year  2000  Issues, 
requires  disclosure  of  certain  matters  regarding  the  year  2000  issue.  The  Hooksett  Village  Water 
Precinct  has  included  such  disclosures  in  Note  6.  Because  of  the  unprecedented  nature  of  the  year  2000 
issue,  its  effects  and  the  success  of  related  remediation  efforts  will  not  be  fully  determinable  until  the 
year  2000  and  thereafter.  Accordingly,  insufficient  audit  evidence  exists  to  support  the  Hooksett 
Village  Water  Precinct's  disclosures  with  respect  to  the  year  2000  issue  made  in  Note  6.  Further  we 
do  not  provide  assurance  that  the  Hooksett  Village  Water  Precinct  is  or  will  be  year  2000  ready,  that 
the  Hooksett  Village  Water  Precinct's  year  2000  remediation  efforts  will  be  successful  in  whole  or  in 
part,  or  that  parties  with  which  the  Hooksett  Village  Water  Precinct  does  business  will  be  year  2000 
ready. 

The  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  do  not  include  the  general  fixed  assets 
account  group  which  should  be  included  in  order  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.  As  is  the  case  with  most  municipal  entities  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  Hooksett 
Village  Water  Precinct  has  not  maintained  historical  cost  records  of  its  fixed  assets.  The  amount  that 
should  be  recorded  in  the  general  fixed  assets  account  group  is  not  known.

ended  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements 
of  the  Hooksett  Village  Water  Precinct  taken  as  a  whole.  The  combining  and  individual  fund  financial 
statements  listed  as  schedules  in  the  table  of  contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis 
and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Hooksett  Village  Water 
Precinct.  Such  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  audit  of  the 
general  purpose  financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  presented  in  all  material  respects  in 
relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Hooksett  Planning  Board  had  a  very  eventful  year. 

During  the  period  of  July  1998  through  June  1999,  the  Planning  Board  reviewed: 

15  Subdivision  Plans 

28  Site  Plans 

5  Lot  Line  Adjustments 

1  Lot  Consolidation 

41  Discussion  Items 

In  addition  to  these  items,  the  Planning  Board  held  six  workshops  and  additional 
public  hearings  on  changes  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  and  Subdivision  Regulations.  The 
Board  also  amended  their  Rules  of  Procedure  this  year. 

The  update  to  the  Master  Plan  began  with  a  survey  conducted  of  2000  property 
owners  randomly  selected.  The  survey  results  were  compiled  by  Comp  Funds  of  NH 
and  provided  to  the  Planning  Board  for  review.  Additional  work  will  be  completed  on  the 
Master  Plan  update  over  the  next  several  months. 

Tom  Young,  Mark  Bourque,  Bill  Stevens,  Jim  Graham  and  Martin  Cannata  also 
served  as  members  of  the  Capital  Improvement  Program  Committee.  The  entire 
Planning  Board  reviews  and  approves  the  CIP  plan.  This  CIP  plan  is  a  document  that 
outlines  various  capital  projects  over  the  next  six  years.  It  is  an  important  planning  tool 
for  the  Town. 

During  the  period  of  July  1997  through  June  1998,  2  new  residential  subdivisions 
were  approved.  Several  other  large  residential  subdivision  proposals  were  withdrawn 
due  to  the  recent  change  in  the  Zoning  Ordinance  affecting  the  high  density  and  medium 
density  residential  districts.  This  change  requires  larger  lot  sizes  and  larger  frontage 
requirements.  We  anticipate  these  projects  will  be  resubmitted  in  an  amended  fashion  in 
the  near  future.  These  two  new  subdivisions  created  13  residential  building  lots. 
Twenty-one  commercial  site  plans  were  also  approved  for  new  businesses  or  alterations 
to  existing  businesses. 

Revenues  collected  during  this  time  period  totaled:  $35,186.58 

Some  of  the  larger  projects  reviewed  by  the  Planning  Board  include:  Friendly's 
Restaurant,  Wendy's  Restaurant,  the  Barking  Dog  Kennels,  Mount  Saint  Mary's 
Apartments,  Applebee's  Restaurant  and  the  Merchant's  Motors  addition.

POLICE  COMMISSION 


We  would  like  to  begin  by  informing  you  of  the  Police  Commission's  responsibilities  to 
the  Town.  The  Police  Commission  (after  appointment  by  the  Town  Council)  is  responsible  for 
hiring,  evaluating,  promoting  and  terminating  members  of  the  Police  Department  as  appropriate, 
and  for  overseeing  the  management  of  the  Police  Department  within  the  guidelines  of  applicable 
law  and  appropriated  funding.  The  members  of  the  Police  Commission  for  the  past  year  were: 
Chairperson  Michelle  Myrdek,  Frederick  Bishop  and  William  Lyon. 

Presently,  your  Police  Commission  oversees  the  Police  Department  composed  of  the 
following  authorized  positions.

Commissioner  Fred  Bishop  has  just  completed  the  first  year  of  his  second,  three-year 
term,  while  Commissioner  Myrdek  finished  her  second  year.  Commissioner  Lyon  has  finished 
the  last  year  of  a  three-year  term. 

The  Department  is  continuing  to  provide  Drug  Abuse  Resistance  Education  (DARE)  to 
students  of  the  2"^  4'^  5""  and  6'^  grades  using  two  DARE  Officers.  The  current  Dare  Officers, 
Patrol  Officers  James  Mansour  and  David  Dupont  have  received  praise  for  their  outstanding 
efforts.  New  this  past  year  was  the  addition  of  the  Gang  Resistance  Education  and  Training 
(GREAT)  for  members  of  the  8""  grade  class.  The  GREAT  Program  promises  to  provide  useful 
education  and  training  to  pre-teens  and  teenagers  preparing  to  enter  high  school. 
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The  Police  Department  received  a  federal  ICOPS  grant  for  community  problem  solving. 
We  are  currently  working  with  community  partners  as  part  of  the  New  England  Police 
Consortium  to  tackle  the  problem  of  domestic  abuse  and  violence.  Once  completed,  the 
techniques  and  equipment  received  through  the  grant  will  be  used  to  solve  other  community 
problems.  The  grant  provided  for  a  personal  computer,  mapping  software  and  "problem- 
oriented  policing"  education  to  help  the  Department  learn  and  implement  problem  solving 
techniques  and  models.  The  grant  and  education  are  coordinated  with  the  help  of  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Justice's  National  Institute  of  Justice  (NIJ). 

The  Police  Department  has  been  working  hard  to  fill  two  police  officer  vacancies.  Last 
year,  a  probationary  officer  resigned  in  the  12'^  month  of  probation.  The  selection  process 
continued  with  renewed  recruitment  efforts.  Officer  Jason  Defina,  a  Hooksett  resident,  has 
been  hired  and  will  begin  the  police  academy  in  July.  We  are  close  to  hiring  a  second 
candidate,  which  will  bring  the  Department  to  a  full  complement  of  12  patrol  officers. 

The  Hooksett  Police  Department  receiving  provisional,  national  accreditation  on  August 
1 ,  1 998  by  the  Commission  on  Accreditation  for  Law  Enforcement  Agencies,  Incorporated.  The 
Department  has  voluntanly  decided  to  re-enter  the  self-assessment  phase  of  accreditation  in 
order  to  work  on  several  problems,  which  were  discovered  during  the  original  on-site 
assessment.  It  is  expected  that  the  Department  will  receive  full  accreditation  during  this  year. 

The  Police  Department  has  been  busy  with  motor  vehicle  activity  during  the  1998 
calendar  year,  which  saw  an  increase  in  personal  injury  accidents  and  all  other  accidents  except 
fatalities.  Personal  injury  accidents  rose  to  1 12  from  69  the  previous  year,  while  fatalities 
dropped  to  2  from  5  the  previous  period.  Overall,  motor  vehicle  stops  dropped  from  4,220  to 
4,179;  although  the  resignation  of  a  probationary  officer  and  the  increase  in  motor  vehicle 
accidents  means  that  each  officer  actually  increased  motor  vehicle  activity  for  the  period. 

Chief  James  H.  Oliver,  who  has  served  as  the  Chief  of  Police  since  October  1978,  has 
retired  from  law  enforcement.  Chief  Oliver  had  undergone  heart  surgery  in  January  and  made 
the  difficult  decision  to  retire.  The  Police  Commission  and  all  members  of  the  Department 
appreciate  Chief  Oliver's  many  contributions  over  the  years  and  we  wish  him  well  in  all  of  his 
future  endeavors. 

The  Police  Commission  and  all  of  the  members  of  the  Hooksett  Police  Department 
extend  their  sincere  appreciation  to  the  citizens  of  Hooksett  for  all  of  your  support  during  the 
past  twelve  months. 


Communications  Center 

The  Communications  Center  has  had  a  busy  twelve  months.  19,800  case  numbers 
were  issued  as  a  result  of  132,097  radio,  telephone  and  miscellaneous  communications 
received  or  sent.  This  represents  a  steady  increase  in  activity  for  the  center. 

The  Communications  Center  was  moved  to  the  Safety  Center  in  September  of  1997, 
with  the  main  communications  antenna  moving  from  Hackett  Hill  Road  to  a  120-foot  antenna 
located  at  the  Safety  Center.  The  drop  in  elevation  has  caused  more  loss  of 
reception/transmission  than  was  anticipated,  however,  a  remote  site  -  which  had  been  part  of 
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the  project  -  became  operational  in  August  1998  and  greatly  improved  transmissions  in  the 
northern  parts  of  Town  and  in  Allenstown.  However,  more  work  is  needed. 

Because  of  ongoing  problems  with  the  new  radio  equipment,  the  Police  Commission  has 
authorized  the  purchase  of  new  mobile  and  portable  radios  for  the  Police  Department.  The 
purchases  and  installations  were  completed  in  June.  The  remaining  radio  "dead  spots"  Issue 
continues  to  be  addressed  in  an  effort  to  provide  non-interrupted  communications. 

Dispatcher  Robert  Cole  was  hired  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  Communications  Center. 
However,  the  resignation  of  Dispatcher  Jennifer  Sanbom,  for  personal  reasons,  has  created  a 
new  vacancy.  The  Department  has  begun  the  recruitment  and  selection  process  to  fill  this 
vacancy  and  it  is  expected  that  the  position  will  be  filled  by  the  end  of  the  year.

SEWER  COMMISSION 


The  Sewer  Commissioners  met  twice  a  month  during  the  year  to  approve  and  sign  manifests,  meet 
with  residents,  developers,  engineers,  and  department  heads. 

The  following  special  projects  were  completed  or  worked  on  during  the  year: 

"Sewer  Project"  (Complete) 

The  Sewer  Project  on  Highland  St.,  Dundee  Ave.,  Chase  St.,  Granite  St.,  Bernice  St.,  and  Golden 
Gate  Drive  was  completed  by  Superior  Excavating.  The  project  was  paid  for  with  funds  from  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire's  Revolving  Loan  Fund  (SRF)  and  State  Aid  Grants  (SAG)  plus  Sewer 
Department  funds.  The  project  was  completed  $56,277  under  the  low  bid  price. 

Improvements  to  Pump  Stations  (Complete) 

The  confined  space  improvements  to  the  Main  Street  and  Kmart  pump  stations  were  completed  at  a 
cost  of  $15,472.  This  project  was  eligible  under  the  State  Aid  Grant  program  and  upon  application  to 
the  State,  the  Sewer  Department  received  20%  reimbursement  for  the  total  cost  of  the  project. 

Vehicle  Replacement  (Complete) 

In  July  1998  we  replaced  the  1989  Dodge  one  ton  dump  truck  with  a  1998  Chevrolet  4WD  one  ton 
dump  truck  with  a  plow  and  jackhammer. 

Aeration  System  Upkeep  and  Maintenance  (Ongoing) 

Proper  maintenance  of  our  collection  system  is  an  integral  part  of  our  program  to  provide  the  best 
service  for  every  dollar  spent.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  a  Technical  Advisory  Committee,  consisting 
of  Robert  Kerry,  Dan  Collins,  and  Supt.  Bruce  Kudrick  advising  the  Board. 

We  have  started  the  process  of  initiating  the  upgrade  of  the  aeration  system  and  yard  air  piping  as 
recommended  by  the  Technical  Advisory  committee. 

Sewer  Master  Plan  (Ongoing): 

A  draft  of  the  Sewer  Master  Plan  has  been  received  from  Dufresne-Henry,  Inc.    After  it  has  been 
reviewed  by  the  Board,  it  will  be  released. 

Changes  in  Sludge  Regulations  (Ongoing): 

Supt.  Bruce  Kudrick  continues  to  keep  the  Board  updated  on  the  proposed  changes  to  sludge 
(biosolids)  disposal  legislation  pending  before  the  legislature.  The  outcome  of  these  changes  could 
stop  the  landspreading  program  and  greatly  increase  the  costs  to  the  ratepayers. 

New  Sewer  Billing  Format: 

The  sewer  bills  have  taken  on  a  new  look.  The  office  staff  has  been  working  closely  with  Phoenix 
Business  Computing  to  test  the  new  sewer  billing  software.  The  software  was  tested  on  the  old 
billing  forms  for  the  first  two  quarters  of  1999.  The  new  postcard  billing  forms  are  expected  to  be 
tested  with  the  July  1999  billing  cycle.  The  new  format  will  save  the  ratepayers  a  substantial  amount 
of  money  in  postage  and  the  cost  of  billing  forms.  The  new  bills  are  easier  to  read  and  understand. 

Landfill  Closure: 

Supt.  Kudrick  has  been  working  closely  with  Kemp  Holt,  Weston  Engineers,  and  White  Mountain 
Resource  Management  on  the  landfill  closure  project.  Biosolids  (sludge)  from  the  Treatment  Plant 
and  short  paper  fiber  were  mixed  together  to  manufacture  topsoil  for  use  in  the  closure.  This  project 
was  very  successful  and  it  saved  the  taxpayers  a  tremendous  amount  of  money. 
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Speaking  of  topsoil,  we  are  also  working  with  UNH  at  our  Martins  Ferry  site  to  manufacture  topsoil 
for  the  Hooksett  Parks  and  Recreation  Department.  Again,  this  cooperative  effort  will  save  the  Town 
some  money. 

The  Sewer  Commissioners  appreciate  the  efforts  of  all  the  Department  employees  and  to  all  the 
other  departments  for  their  cooperation.

From  July  1,  1998  through  June  30,  1999,  your  solid  waste  facility  handled  a  total  of 
4,050  tons  of  Hooksett  trash.  This  waste  was  transferred  to  Wheelabrator  in  Penacook  and 
Turnkey  Landfill  in  Rochester.  With  the  closure  of  the  landfill  we  also  transferred  412.54  tons  of 
demolition  and  142  tons  of  furniture.  During  the  year  residents  recycled  the  following:  10.06 
tons  of  plastic,  38.07  tons  of  magazines  and  phonebooks,  55.91  tons  of  cardboard,  96  tons  of 
newsprint  and  2.50  tons  of  aluminum  cans.  This  represents  a  total  of  215.78  tons  of  material 
recycled  and  taken  out  of  the  waste  stream,  saving  the  Town  $13,000.00  on  tipping  fees. 
Recycling  saves  money!!!  Also  recycled  at  the  facility  were  123  tons  of  brush,  139  propane 
tanks,  59.50  tons  of  asphalt  shingles,  204.32  tons  of  steel,  162  car  batteries,  4,500  ft  of 
fluorescent  tubes  and  an  estimated  2,600  gallons  of  waste  oil. 

It  has  been  an  extremely  busy  year  for  the  employees  at  the  facility.  In  July  the  Town 
was  able  to  help  the  City  of  Manchester  by  allowing  the  city  packers  to  use  our  transfer  station. 
Residential  trash  generated  in  Manchester  was  brought  to  our  facility  and  transferred  through 
Waste  Management  to  Turnkey  Landfill.  During  those  nine  weeks  the  facility  handled  an 
estimated  8,500  tons  of  trash.  Hooksett  trash  was  also  transferred  along  with  Manchester  at  no 
cost,  saving  the  Town  an  estimated  $36,000.00.  This  savings  helped  the  budget  with  the 
unanticipated  high  increase  in  tipping  fees. 

Along  with  the  day  to  day  operations  of  the  facility  the  employees  have  also  been  active 
with  the  ongoing  closure  of  the  landfill.  The  closure  is  just  about  completed  with  the  accelerated 
effort  of  Roy  F.  Weston,  Inc.  our  engineers  and  Pike  Industries.  It  is  at  this  time  we  would  like  to 
thank  special  individuals  who  helped  directly  with  the  closing  of  the  landfill.  They  are  Dennis 
Desrochers  and  Wayne  Hemeon  from  the  Highway  Department,  Dale  Hemeon  from  the  Parks 
and  Recreation  Department  and  Bruce  Kudrick  and  Ron  Pelletier  from  the  Sewer  Department. 

We  would  also  like  to  thank  Committee  members  Robert  Schroeder,  Chip  Crocetti  and 
Jim  Sullivan  who  have  served  out  their  terms.  We  appreciate  your  help  and  your  time.

The  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission  has  a  wide  range  of  services  and 
resources  available  to  help  the  dues-paying  members  deal  with  a  variety  of  municipal  issues. 
Technical  assistance  is  provided  by  a  professional  staff  whose  expertise  is,  when  necessary, 
supplemented  by  consultants  who  are  selected  for  their  specialized  skills  or  services.  Each 
year,  with  the  approval  of  your  appointed  representatives,  the  Commission  staff  designs  and 
carries  out  programs  of  area-wide  significance  that  are  mandated  under  New  Hampshire  and 
federal  laws  or  regulations,  as  well  as  local  or  site-specific  projects  which  would  pertain  more 
exclusively  to  your  community. 

Technical  assistance  is  provided  in  a  professional  and  timely  manner  by  the 
Commission's  staff  at  the  request  of  your  Land  Use  Clerk  or  Town  Administrator.  The 
Commission  conducts  planning  studies  and  carries  out  projects  that  are  of  common  interest  and 
benefit  to  all  member  communities,  keeps  your  officials  apprised  of  changes  in  planning  and 
land  use  regulation,  and  offers  training  workshops  for  Planning  and  Zoning  Board  members  on 
an  annual  basis. 

Services  that  were  performed  for,  or  were  of  benefit  to,  the  Town  of  Hooksett  during  the 
past  year  are  as  follows: 

1 .  Co-sponsored  the  Municipal  Law  Lecture  series.  These  meetings  were  attended  by 
Hooksett  officials. 

2.  Conducted  traffic  counts  at  twenty-five  locations  in  the  Town  of  Hooksett.  Copies  of  the 
traffic  counts  were  forwarded  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board. 

3.  The  Regional  Transportation  Plan  and  the  draft  Transportation  Improvement  Program  FY 
1999-2001  have  been  prepared.  Included  in  this  document  are  some  highway  improvement 
projects  for  the  Town  of  Hooksett.  Copies  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Planning  Board  and 
the  Hooksett  Public  Library. 

4.  Provided  suggested  amendments  to  the  Town's  Subdivision  and  Site  Plan  Regulations  in  an 
effort  to  implement  the  Erosion  and  Sediment  Control  provisions  of  the  Model  Regulation. 

5.  Provided  a  video  entitled  "RSA  1 55-E:  Earth  Excavations"  for  the  use  of  the  Planning 
Board. 

6.  At  the  request  of  the  Planning  Board,  reviewed  and  offered  comments  on  the  traffic  impact 
report  for  the  Farrwood  Forest  Development. 

7.  Provided  copies  of  updated  road  base  maps  for  the  Town. 

8.  The  Town's  zoning  map  was  prepared.

Hooksett  is  Hot!  I  am  not  referring  to  our  mild  winter  and  unseasonably  warm  spring  and 
summer  weather.  Our  taxes  are  low;  our  schools  are  great  and  everyone  wants  to 
move  to  Hooksett.  At  least  the  500  homes  that  were  built  and  occupied  over  the  last 
four  years  seem  to  indicate  this  is  the  case. 

Of  the  ten  contiguous  communities  in  the  Manchester  Area  only  one  town  has  a  lower 
tax  rate  than  Hooksett.  When  you  consider  the  fact  that  the  other  community  has 
almost  reached  total  build-out  and  Manchester  has  already  reached  that  point,  you  can 
see  why  Hooksett  continues  to  experience  such  rapid  growth. 

In  response  to  our  continued  growth  I  suggested  the  creation  of  Hooksett's  first  full-time 
Planning  Department  and  received  approval  to  hire  a  full-time  professional  Town 
Planner. 

Even  as  one  department  was  created,  another  two  were  combined  into  one, 
establishing  a  Family  Services  Department  where  Human  Services  and  Youth  Services 
formerly  provided  overlapping  services.  Now  we  can  provide  one-stop  services  for 
entire  families. 

The  leadership  in  the  Town's  two  largest  departments  has  changed.  Both  were 
unexpected.  One  was  tragically  sudden.   Fire  Chief  Steve  LaDuke  passed  away  in 
February  and  Police  Chief  Jim  Oliver  decided  to  hang  up  his  badge  in  June  after  21 
years  of  valued  service.   I  will  miss  both  gentlemen. 

If  you  haven't  met  our  new  Fire  Chief  Mike  Howard,  I'm  sure  you  will  soon.  Mike  brings 
25  years  of  experience  in  the  Fire  Service  with  him.  A  search  for  a  new  police  chief  is 
underway. 

The  Municipal  Solid  Waste  Landfill,  a.k.a.  "the  Dump,"  is  in  its  final  stage  of  closure. 
The  geosynthetic  cap  is  in  place  and  the  project  is  ahead  of  schedule  and  under  budget. 
Although  we  have  been  transferring  our  trash  for  several  years,  the  final  closure  should 
be  the  signal  for  us  to  really  look  at  how  we  handle  our  solid  waste,  and  explore  and 
discuss  other  alternatives. 

The  same  holds  true  for  the  way  we  provide  all  our  municipal  services.  "Because  that's 
the  way  we've  always  done  things"  is  not  always  the  best  way.   I  want  to  get  outside  of 
the  box  and  look  at  services  from  a  different  viewpoint.  Ask  the  question,  is  there  a 
better  way?  Would  you  like  to  access  your  assessing  records  or  apply  for  a  building 
permit  or  get  your  dog  license  over  the  Internet?

TOWN  COUNCIL 


In  this  annual  report  the  Town  Council  will  attempt  to  outline  its  activities  in 
working  with  the  Town  Administrator  to  prepare  for  the  next  century  during  the  1998- 
1 999  fiscal  year.  It  is  hard  to  believe  that  the  Town  Council  has  been  in  existence  for 
ten  years.  There  have  been  many  changes  over  the  past  decade,  not  to  mention  the 
past  year.  To  quote  Charles  Dickens,  the  past  year  has  been  "The  Best  of  Times  and 
the  Worst  of  Times".  We  have  faced  many  challenges. 

In  February,  Fire  Chief  Steven  LaDuke  died  suddenly  and  left  a  department  that 
was  in  morale  decline.  We  believe  that  these  concerns  are  on  the  mend  with  the 
appointment  of  Chief  Michael  Howard.  The  funeral  for  LaDuke  was  impressive.  The 
hundreds  of  firefighters  and  citizens  who  attended  the  funeral  were  overwhelming.  The 
Town  Council  would  like  to  extend  their  appreciation  to  the  Hooksett  firefighters  who 
performed  their  duties  with  the  highest  professionalism  and  provided  a  fitting  tribute  to 
Chief  LaDuke. 

As  the  year  closed,  the  Town  faced  another  drastic  change  to  a  department. 
After  20  years  Police  Chief  James  Oliver  retired  from  the  Hooksett  Police  Department. 
During  his  service  to  the  Town,  the  Department  changed  dramatically  from  a  small 
police  force  to  a  professional,  effective  force  of  fine  and  dedicated  officers.  Chief 
Oliver's  leadership  has  made  the  Hooksett  Police  Department  one  that  we  are  proud  to 
call  our  own.  The  Council  expresses  its  best  wishes  to  Chief  Oliver  and  his  future 
endeavors. 

The  Council  has  worked  with  the  Police  Commission  to  resolve  the  lingering 
concerns  with  communications  and  has  worked  with  Kelly  Construction  to  solve  some 
problems  with  our  state  of  the  art  Safety  Center.  We  are  confident  that  the  Town  has 
received  the  utmost  attention  to  these  issues. 

In  other  areas,  the  Council  has  addressed  citizen  services  and  town 
administrative  procedures.  Among  these  was  the  adoption  of  transfer  and  recycling 
user  fees,  clarification  on  rubbish  collection,  land  donations  and  street  lighting.  The 
Council  also  reviewed  our  investment  policy  and  approved  the  Fire  Lane  Ordinance. 
Addressing  these  issues  have  and  will  provide  better  government  for  the  Town  of 
Hooksett. 

With  the  adoption  of  SB2,  the  official  ballot  law,  the  town  has  struggled  to  adapt  it 
to  our  Council  form  of  government.   In  order  to  have  the  best  of  both  worlds,  the  citizens 
approved  Charter  changes,  that  keeps  the  provisions  of  SB2,  but  allows  Hooksett  to 
have  Town  Meeting  in  May  instead  of  March.  This  allows  the  Council  and 
Administration  more  time  for  a  thorough  review  of  our  operating  budgets. 

With  the  commercial  growth  that  Hooksett  has  seen  in  the  past  few  years,  which 
Hooksett  is  pleased  to  have  witnessed,  the  Town's  ranks  of  employees  have  needed  to 
be  increased.  The  Town  now  has  a  full  time  Planning  Board  and  Zoning  Board 
Secretary  and  a  full  time  Assessor.  The  major  change  to  this  economic  development, 
has  been  the  need  to  hire  a  Town  Planner.  Though  this  increase  in  employees  seems    , 
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too  extreme,  the  importance  will  be  seen  as  we  approach  the  new  century  and  the  ever- 
booming  economy. 

During  the  past  year  the  Town  has  seen  changes  on  our  landscape.  The  closure 
of  our  landfill  is  now  nearing  completion  and  we  are  pleased  to  announce  that  it  is 
ahead  of  schedule  and  under  budget.  The  NH  Department  of  Fish  and  Game  has 
completed  the  boat  ramp  at  Lambert's  Park.   In  one  other  area  where  we  will  witness  a 
change  will  be  the  impending  easement  from  CIGNA  Insurance  for  land  for  a  connector 
road  near  the  old  New  Hampshire  College  Campus  and  the  sale  of  the  old  Hooksett 
Public  Library. 

The  Town  Council  also  has  had  its  hand  in  saving  Hooksett's  historic  past.  The 
Council  has  reaffirmed  its  support  for  the  Lilac  Bridge  and  is  pleased  to  see  that  the 
preservation  of  Hampshire  Hall  is  beginning.  The  Council  is  also  pleased  to  have 
designated  Robie's  Country  Store  as  Hooksett's  first  official  historic  site.  We  applaud 
the  efforts  of  those  involved  in  these  important  endeavors. 

Finally,  when  one  thinks  of  the  Town,  one  thinks  of  the  elected  or  appointed 
officials  obligated  to  carry  on  its  business  affairs.  They  are  the  ones  who  are  praised 
and  criticized  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  The  Council  thanks  them  for  their 
service.  Overlooked  is  the  town  employee  who  really  keeps  the  Town  alive.  From  the 
firefighter  to  the  police  officer  who  protects  us,  from  the  highway  worker  who  works  all 
night  plowing  and  then  in  the  morning  becomes  the  man  on  the  back  of  the  refuse  truck, 
from  the  workers  at  the  Municipal  Building  to  those  at  the  Sewer  Department.  Although 
these  workers  receive  little  praise  or  criticism,  they  and  they  alone,  perform  the  services 
on  which  all  residents  depend.  The  Council  also  wants  to  express  our  appreciation  to 
those  men  and  women  who  provide  services  to  Hooksett. 

In  closing,  we  want  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Hooksett.  For  it  is  you  who  embody 
what  we  are  all  about.  Without  you,  Hooksett  would  not  be  Hooksett.  As  we  approach 
the  new  millennium,  let  us  hope  we  as  a  town  can  work  together  and  face  the 
challenges  with  high  hopes  and  enthusiasm.

EMERGENCY  AMBULANCE  SERVICE,  INC 


Dear  Hooksett  Residents: 

In  1998  we  answered  1256  calls  for  emergency  medical  service,  of  which  677 
were  in  the  Town  of  Hooksett.  The  Cost  Recovery  Project  continues  to  be  successful. 
We  have  been  able  to  update  our  medical  equipment  and  purchase  well-needed 
advanced  life  support  supplies.  We  purchased  and  are  now  using  a  state  of  the  art 
EKG  monitor.  This  monitor,  in  the  trained  hands  of  our  paramedics,  will  supply  vital 
information  to  area  hospitals  to  speed  up  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  heart  attack 
victims.  Additionally,  we  have  purchased  a  second  intravenous  pump  as  we  feel  it  is  a 
necessary  tool  for  the  second  ambulance.  The  most  exciting  purchase  we  made  this 
year  is  the  new  Ambulance  (502);  this  vehicle  was  researched  fully  by  our  membership 
and  purchased  in  April  1998.  We  invite  anyone  to  come  and  tour  this  vehicle.   It  is  one 
of  the  most  advanced  vehicles  in  it's  class  and  will  provide  us  with  many  years  of 
service. 

We  proposed  the  Tri-Town  Business  Document  to  the  Town  Council  in 
November  1998,  which  outlined  the  addition  of  a  second  Advanced  Life  Support 
Ambulance  to  be  available  during  the  weekdays  from  8:00am  -  7:00pm.  We 
researched  the  feasibility  in  1998  and  conducted  a  three-month  trial  during  the  summer. 
We  were  very  impressed  with  the  results  and  optimistic  about  the  increase  in  service  to 
the  towns.  But  we  feel  the  most  exciting  part  of  this  is  that  we  are  providing  this  with  no 
additional  costs  to  the  Town  of  Hooksett. 

As  you  may  already  know,  Tri-Town  Ambulance  has  a  dedicated  group  of 
volunteers  and  employed  members  that  will  continue  to  strive  to  provide  the  best 
emergency  medical  care  to  the  community.  With  the  continued  support  of  the  residents, 
businesses.  Town  Council  and  the  Hooksett  Fire  Department,  Tri-Town  Volunteer 
Ambulance  shall  continue  to  be  one  of  the  leading  providers  of  emergency  medical  care 
in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  Hooksett  Town  Council  for  their  participation  on  our 
Executive  Board,  the  Hooksett  Fire  Department  for  their  help  and  assistance  "in  the  time 
of  need"  and  all  of  the  residents  who  sent  in  letters  and  donations.  Your  continued 
support  does  make  a  difference  for  us.

UNH  Cooperative  Extension  provides  Merrimack  County  residents  with  research- 
based  education  and  practical  information,  enhancing  their  ability  to  make  informed 
decisions  that  strengthen  youth,  families  and  communities,  sustain  natural  resources, 
forests,  wildlife  and  agriculture,  and  improve  the  economy. 

Because  of  our  partnership  with  Merrimack  County,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
and  the  Federal  Government,  we  go  by  the  special  name  of  UNH  Cooperative 
Extension.   In  every  Merrimack  County  community  this  partnership  is  at  work, 
increasing  economic  development,  enhancing  the  environment  and  developing  human 
potential. 

Merrimack  County  residents  also  benefit  from  statewide  Extension  programming. 
Among  these  many  local  and  state  efforts  are  monitoring  water  quality  in  our  lakes  and 
rivers,  reducing  the  use  of  pesticides,  parenting  programs,  4-H  and  youth  development 
programs,  land  use  management,  food  safety,  forest  stewardship,  family  finances, 
meeting  the  needs  of  low  income  families,  strengthening  our  communities,  developing  a 
strong  volunteer  base  through  our  local  Advisory  Council,  Master  Gardeners,  Family 
Focus  parenting  volunteers  and  4-H  leaders,  and  providing  research-based  information 
to  citizens. 

A  major  statewide  Extension  initiative,  strengthening  New  Hampshire 
communities,  has  impacted  Merrimack  County.  County  staff  has  worked  with  many 
communities  in  a  variety  of  ways.  Community  Profiles  have  been  held  in  Henniker, 
Loudon  and  Pittsfield  within  the  past  two  years.  This  community  event  helps  community 
members  create  a  vision  about  what  they  want  their  community  to  be  like  and  then 
helps  form  action  groups  to  work  toward  their  goals.  Follow  up  support  is  available  from 
UNH  Cooperative  Extension  staff.   If  this  community  process  might  be  of  interest  to  your 
community,  contact  the  Merrimack  County  Office  for  more  information. 

Other  community  efforts  include  after-school  programs,  teen  assessment 
projects,  land  use  management  planning,  wellness  teams,  town  office  visits,  master 
gardeners,  working  with  schools  on  maintenance  of  landscaped  areas,  and  providing 
updated  Extension  publication  notebooks  to  all  town  libraries.  A  family  resource  center 
and  after-school  project  in  Boscawen  sees  staff  working  with  the  community. 

The  staff  in  Merrimack  County  includes  these  Extension  educators:  Judith  Bush, 
Debbie  Cheever,  Nancy  Evans,  Tim  Fleury,  Kathleen  Jaworski,  Debbie  Luppold,  John 
Porter,  David  Seavey,  Marilyn  Sullivan  and  three  support  staff.  Educators  reach 
approximately  1 .5  out  of  every  four  families  in  the  county.

VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 


The  Visiting  Nurse  Association  of  Manchester  and  Southern  New  Hampshire  has 
provided  the  residents  of  Hooksett  with  a  full  range  of  home  health  services  since  1965.  Today, 
more  than  30  years  later,  we  remain  committed  to  excellence  In  home  health  care  and  to  the 
provision  of  services  designed  to  ensure  that  care  at  home  Is  safe,  comfortable,  convenient,  and 
In  this  era  of  health  care  reform,  cost  effective. 

The  Visiting  Nurse  Association  has  been  providing  home  health  care  for  more  than  100 
years.  In  1897,  created  by  the  Women's  Auxiliary  of  the  City  Missionary  Society  of  Manchester, 
the  VNA  was  then  known  as  the  District  Nursing  Association.  At  that  time,  the  agency 
employed  one  nurse  who  visited  up  to  130  homes  each  month  to  care  for  the  sick.  Today,  VNA 
employs  over  300  staff  who  provide  12,000  home  care  visits  each  month. 

During  Its  100  years,  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  has  laid  claim  to  a  number  of  firsts  in 
the  way  it  has  provided  care.  In  1916,  it  established  the  first  free  tuberculosis  clinic  and  in  1917, 
three  additional  clinics  were  created  -  an  orthopedic  clinic  for  crippled  children,  a  medical  clinic 
for  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat,  and  a  dental  clinic. 

Today,  VNA  meets  the  changing  needs  of  our  community  by  providing  a  complete  range 
of  innovative  and  progressive  programs  as  our  ancestors  did  more  than  100  years  ago.  Our 
commitment  to  the  community  is  to  provide  compassionate,  comprehensive  and  accessible 
home  health  care  that  meets  the  needs  of  all  individuals.  We  remain  a  community  based,  not- 
for-profit.  Visiting  Nurse  Association  committed  to  the  people  we  serve.  We  participate  in  a 
voluntary  survey,  conducted  by  the  Joint  Commission  on  Accreditation  of  Health  Care 
Organizations,  an  organization  that  sets  the  highest  standards  for  health  care  providers,  and 
have  consistently  received  accreditation  since  1993. 

The  Town  of  Hooksett  helps  us  reach  our  goals  each  year,  with  their  continued  support 
of  our  programs  and  services.  Over  the  past  year,  we  were  able  to  provide  bereavement 
counseling,  598  hospice  visits,  90  maternal  child  health  visits,  1,121  private  duty  visits 
and  16  clinic  hours  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Hooksett.  The  cost  of  these  services 
equaled  $136,425  of  which  $24,448  was  uncompensated.  Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  the 
residents  of  Hooksett,  we  are  able  to  provide  this  continued  level  of  service  to  our  clients. 

As  the  VNA  continues  to  address  changing  home  care  reimbursement  as  well  as 
continued  need  for  patients  who  have  lost  their  health  insurance,  town  appropriations  remain  to 
be  a  vital  piece  of  the  funding  we  have  come  to  rely  on.   Funding  provided  by  the  Town  of 
Hooksett  is  used  to  support  services  administered  to  residents  who  lack  the  insurance  coverage 
for  either  all  or  part  of  the  care  they  require,  as  well  as  the  community  clinics. 

The  patients  and  staff  of  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  wish  to  extend  their  heartfeft 
thanks  to  the  residents  of  Hooksett  who  continue  to  support  our  efforts  to  provide  high  quality 
home  health  care  to  all  regardless  of  their  ability  to  pay.

2.  Approve  special  exceptions  as  provided  for  in  the  zoning  ordinance; 

3.  Grant  variances  from  the  terms  of  the  ordinance; 

4.  Grant  gravel  excavation  permits. 

During  the  period  of  July  1998  through  June  1999,  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment 
reviewed  the  following:

The  1998-99  school  year  has  proven  to  be  a  very 
productive  and  busy  year  for  the  Hooksett  School 
District.  With  the  establishment  of  a  new  leadership 
team  at  the  SAU  office,  the  district's  goal  is  to  raise 
the  level  of  education  for  all  students. 

Throughout  the  year,  the  focus  has  been  primarily  on 
Long  Range  Plaiming.  Of  the  six  strategies  outlined 
in  the  1996  plan,  which  include  defining,  measuring 
and  reporting  academic  standards,  curriculum, 
technology,  facilities,  personnel  evaluation,  and 
public  relations;  the  School  Board  has  made  the 
Curriculum  and  Standards  Conmiittee  and  the 
Facilities  Committee  the  priority  this  year.  Both 
committees  have  been  developing  comprehensive 
plans  which  will  meet  the  growing  needs  of  the 
district. 

More  specifically  the  Curriculum  and  Standards 
Committee  has  been  working  on  developing  standards 
of  achievements  for  all  students  which  would  be  in 
line  with  the  state  fi'ameworks  as  well  as  a  new  report 
card  system.  The  Facilities  Committee  will  be 
presenting  a  final  plan  to  the  School  Board  in  the  fall 
of  1999  upon  completion  of  an  engineering  study  to 
be  completed  over  the  summer. 

Agam  this  year,  as  in  the  past,  the  voters  of  Hooksett 
passed  the  school  budget,  reaffirming  its  support  and 
commitment  to  education.  Ron  Dion,  School  Board 
representative  to  the  Budget  Committee  and  Ron 
Chapman,  District  Business  Administrator  worked  in 
collaboration  with  the  Budget  Committee  to  insure 
our  success.  In  addition,  the  school  district 
successfully  negotiated  a  four-year  agreement  with 
the  teacher's  union  which  was  in  the  best  interest  of 
the  district  as  well  as  the  staff. 

In  the  upcoming  year,  it  will  be  critical  for  the  district 
to  finalize  its  facilities  plan  in  order  to  meet  the 
growing  needs  of  the  community.  Other  initiatives 
for  the  coming  year  include  a  Merit  Study  Pay 
Committee.  This  committee  will  begin  its  work  in  the 
fall  of  1999  and  will  consist  of  board  members, 
administration,  and  teachers. 


As  a  result  of  a  vote  taken  in  March  of  1999  which 
rejected  the  results  of  the  Withdrawal  Study 
Committee  whose  recommendation  was  "Not  to 
Withdraw,"  a  new  SAU  Withdrawal  Committee  is 
now  charged  with  developing  a  withdrawal  plan. 
This  plan  will  be  presented  to  the  voters  in  the  spring 
of2000. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  administration 
and  staff  for  their  commitment  to  excellence.  In 
particular,  we  say  farewell  to  Marcella  Barkie  and 
Merle  Norman,  and  wish  them  both  health  and 
happiness  as  they  retire  from  teaching  and  begin  a 
new  phase  of  their  life.  Lastly,  I  would  like  to 
express  my  gratitude  to  all  the  hundreds  of  volunteers 
who  have  given  to  the  district  in  so  many  ways.  Your 
contribution  is  vital  to  our  success.

Mission  Statement  of  the  Hooksett  School  District 

The  Hooksett  School  District  is  committed  to 
excellence  and  equity.  We  believe  that  all  children 
can  learn.  Our  schools  provide  a  safe,  nurturing 
environment  where  respect,  trust,  cooperation,  and 
honesty  are  revered.  We  endorse  parental 
involvement  and  community  support  and  believe 
these  to  be  vital  to  our  children 's  education. 

As  a  school  and  community,  we  encourage  learning 
as  a  lifelong  endeavor.  Our  ultimate  goal  is  to 
educate  children  to  become  contributing  members  of 
society. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Hooksett: 

Since  July  1,  1998,  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  serve 
as  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  the  Hooksett  School 
District,  a  member  of  School  Administrative  Unit 
#15.  In  that  time,  our  Central  Office  has  attempted  to 
foster  a  meaningful  partnership  to  make  decisions  in 
the  best  interest  of  students.  Working  with  the  School 
Board,  we  have  joined  teachers,  administrators,  and 
community  groups  to  encourage  a  fresh  look  at  what 
might  become  possible  for  the  success  of  Hooksett 
students.  We  asked  our  educators  to  make  a  special 
effort  to  document  and  report  tangible  evidence  of 
student  performance;  in  turn,  we  have  reviewed  and 
examined  the  New  Hampshire  Assessment  program 
with  rigor  and  with  a  determination  to  provide  our 
students  with  the  best  sources  for  success.  The 
response  has  been  commendable;  educators  and 
parents  have  joined  together  to  open  a  dialogue 
directed  toward  "best  practices"  to  ensure  a 
personalized  education  for  each  child. 

The  strength  of  our  rural  setting  lies  in  the  power  of 
the  democratic  process,  one  that  gathers  multiple 
perspectives  in  addressing  issues  and  one  which  is 
respectfiil  of  its  citizens.  With  that  theme  before  us, 
our  strategic  planning  committees  continue  to 
describe  and  to  offer  recommendations  to  address 
Hooksett's  rapidly  growing  community.  In  the  last 
year,  we  have  heard  reports  from  the  Space  Needs 
Committee,  the  Standards,  Curriculum,  and 
Reporting  Committee,  and  from  the  Withdrawal 
Committee.  Each  of  these  studies  will  impact  the 
Board's  decision  to  frame  warrant  articles  for  the 
annual  meeting  in  the  spring  of  2000. 


As  a  result  of  the  Space  Needs  comprehensive  reports 
on  facilities  needs  in  the  Hooksett  schools,  decisions 
will  have  to  be  made  regarding  renovations, 
additions,  and/or  new  school  construction.  Currently, 
the  Village  School  is  deficient  in  several  areas, 
including  compliance  issues  with  the  American  with 
Disabilities  Act  (ADA).  At  the  Memorial  Middle 
School,  students  attend  classes  in  three  portable 
buildings,  and  more  will  be  needed  to  address 
enrollment  projections.  In  March  of  1999,  voters 
approved  the  hiring  of  a  consulting  firm  to  conduct  a 
facilities  needs  assessment  based  on  those  reports. 
We  expect  to  examine  those  initial  recommendations 
in  the  fall  of  1999.  During  the  year,  members  of  the 
Space  Needs  Committee  have  reported  to  the  School 
Board  and  to  the  public,  have  conducted  a  seminar 
with  Town  officials,  and  have  disfributed  their 
reports.  However,  if  anyone  needs  copies  of  those 
reports,  please  call  our  office.  This  has  been  a  most 
active  strategic  planning  committee,  and  many 
citizens  have  donated  valuable  expertise  to  this 
project.  There  are  not  enough  ways  to  express 
sufficient  gratitude  to  the  members  of  this  committee, 
so  let  it  suffice  to  say  that  each  one  of  them  has 
confributed  more  than  could  be  reasonably  expected. 
The  democratic  process  is  alive  and  well  in  Hooksett! 

The  Standards,  Curticulum,  and  Reporting 
Committee  has  been  addressing  the  following  tasks: 
1)  identifying  K-8  grade  level  standards  for  language 
arts;  2)  reviewing  district-wide  evaluation  practices; 
and  3)  investigating  a  reporting  system  to  reflect 
individual  student  progress.  Again,  Hooksett  citizens 
have  joined  our  educators  to  conduct  surveys,  to 
interview  participants,  and  to  record  observations  in 
order  to  gather  information  regarding  "best  practices" 
for  improved  student  learning.  The  recommendations 
from  this  committee  will  guide  us  in  delivering  the 
personalized  education  mentioned  earlier.  We  expect 
a  comprehensive  report  later  in  the  1 999-2000  school 
year. 

The  Hooksett  Withdrawal  Planning  Committee  has 
been  studying  the  feasibility  of  withdrawal  from 
School  Administrative  Unit  #15  since  the  study  was 
approved  by  voters  in  March  of  1998.  The  original 
Planning  Committee  recommended  not  to  withdraw, 
but  that  recommendation  was  rejected  by  the 
Hooksett  voters  in  March  of  1999.   Therefore,  a  new 
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Planning  Committee  will  meet  this  year  to  submit  an 
official  proposal  for  withdrawal.  That  plan  will 
include  the  cost  for  Hooksett  to  maintain  its  own 
single  school  district,  the  expected  leadership 
services  from  the  Superintendent's  office,  the  fiscal 
and  educational  impacts  on  the  towns  of  Auburn  and 
Candia,  and  a  disbursement  of  inventory  from  the 
SAU  office.  Citizens  will  want  to  become  acutely 
informed  of  all  documented  data  regarding  that 
Committee's  work,  which  will  lead  to  a  final  vote 
during  this  school  year. 

In  conclusion,  I  ask  you  to  become  aware  that 
education  has  never  felt  a  greater  need  in  Hooksett 
for  participatory  decision-making.  At  present,  we 
have  an  outstanding  relationship  with  Town  officials, 
and  the  underlying  theme  is  that  members  of  the 
community  do  impact  how  well  we  conduct  the 
business  of  education.  From  the  individual  parent 
who  enters  our  school  as  a  walk-in,  to  the  firefighters 
or  police  officers  who  are  so  active  in  our  schools, 
and  to  our  outstanding  professional  educators,  our 
school  system  reflects  positive  energy  and  a 
prolonged  passion  for  children.  As  your 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  I  am  gratefril  to  the 
School  Board,  to  Hooksett  educators,  to  parents  and 
community  members,  and  to  the  Town  officials  for 
your  continued  commitment  to  our  children's 
welfare.  While  we  still  have  many  challenges  ahead, 
we  are  making  great  progress  toward  establishing  a 
process  which  yields  meaningfiil  resuhs  for  students. 
Please  continue  to  join  us  in  this  worthy  endeavor.

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HOOKSETT  MEMORIAL  SCHOOL 
Principal's  Report  1998-1999 


The  Hooksett  Memorial  School  greeted  429  students 
on  September  1,  1998.  We  also  welcomed  several 
new  teachers  to  our  school  faculty.  Miss  Monica 
Fernandez  was  introduced  as  a  grade  seven  Science 
and  Social  Studies  teacher  while  Miss  Becky  Wing 
became  our  new  seventh  grade  Math  and  Social 
Studies  teacher.  Miss  Jayne  Abbas  was  added  to  the 
eighth  grade  team  as  a  Math  instructor  while  Mrs. 
Christina  Melanson  completed  the  year  as  a  sixth 
grade  mathematics  teacher.  Mrs.  Cathy  Sheeran  was 
added  to  the  Special  Education  staff.  The  Unified 
Arts  staff  welcomed  Mrs.  Susan  Sokul  as  the  Family 
and  Consumer  Science  teacher  and  Mrs.  Anita  Lemay 
completed  the  year  as  the  Industrial  Technology 
teacher.  Mrs.  Karen  Bode  completed  the  year  as  the 
seventh  grade  Spanish  teacher  and  Mrs.  Sandra 
Cohen  was  added  to  the  Foreign  Language  staff 
Memorial  School  also  welcomed  Mr.  Geoff 
Westervelt  as  the  Interim  Assistant  Principal. 
Principal  Robert  Suprenant  was  appointed  as 
Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  School 
Administrative  Unit  #15  and  will  continue  to  provide 
leadership  to  the  Hooksett  schools  through  his  new 
position.  The  Memorial  School  staff  would  like  to 
formally  acknowledge  his  service  to  our  school  and 
wish  him  the  best  as  he  serves  the  district  in  his  new 
position. 

The  1998-1999  school  year  marked  the  second  year  of 
a  school  and  corporate  partnership  between  ourselves 
and  Oxford  Health  Plan.  Oxford  Health  is  located  on 
Route  3A  and  employs  nearly  fifteen  hundred  people. 
The  volunteer  program  resulting  in  over  seventy 
Oxford  employees  working  with  our  students 
throughout  the  year.  The  students  benefited  from  the 
unique  talents  of  the  many  volunteers.  Several 
students  also  participated  in  Oxford  workshops  in  the 
summer  that  provided  computer  instruction  in 
Microsoft  Word  and  Excel.  We  thank  the  very 
special  efforts  of  Oxford  coordinator  Courtney 
Demeritt. 

Another  initiative  benefiting  our  students  was  the 
continued  introduction  of  multiple  teams  at  particular 
grade  levels.  For  the  first  time,  our  seventh  grade 
students  were  divided  into  two  teams  of  three  teachers 
each.  This  structure  allows  for  increased  time 
between  individual  students  and  teachers  and  thus,  the 
ability  for  teachers  to  better  meet  the  learning  needs 
of  all  students. 


A  third  initiative  undertaken  by  the  Memorial  School 
faculty  was  the  implementation  of  a  Peer  Mediation 
Program.  Teachers  received  instruction  in  August  and 
began  designing  the  program.  Students  received 
training  in  March  and  mediations  began  shortly  after. 
Special  thanks  to  the  many  teachers  that  serve  as  Peer 
Mediation  Advisors  and  to  Ms.  JoLynn  Bonin  who 
serves  as  the  Peer  Mediation  Coordinator. 

Student  Council  elections  were  conducted  in  September 
under  the  direction  of  advisor  Mrs.  Laura  Tancrede. 
Miss  Jayne  Abbas  and  Ms.  Sharon  McBrearty  co- 
advised  the  student  council  for  the  remainder  of  the  year 
after  Mrs.  Tancrede  accepted  the  Media  Specialist 
position  in  Auburn.  Meghan  Getchell  was  elected  by 
her  peers  as  class  President.  Other  elected  eighth  grade 
officers  were  Vice-President  Corinne  Rossignol, 
Secretary  Megan  Cabannis,  and  Treasurer  Brianne 
Mullen.  Steven  Creamer  and  Josh  Blixt  were  elected  as 
seventh  and  sixth  grade  officers,  respectively.  This 
group  provided  active  leadership  for  our  student  body. 

The  Booster  Club  held  its  initial  meeting  in  September. 
Both  the  membership  and  involvement  level  of  this 
group  has  grown  in  leaps  and  bounds  the  past  few  years. 
Credit  for  that  growth  can  be  directly  related  to  the 
leadership  and  energy  level  of  Presiding  Parent  Linda 
Kleinschmidt,  Secretary  Maria  Johnson,  and  Treasurer 
Barbara  Davis.  The  Boosters  have  done  an  exceptional 
job  fund-raising  the  past  few  years.  This  year's  efforts 
resulted  in  several  purchases  which  will  prove  beneficial 
to  our  students.  The  Boosters  purchased  many  new 
Accelerated  Reader  books  and  sponsored 
Mathematician  in  residence  Rachel  McAnallen  in 
December.  Additionally,  they  have  earmarked  a 
significant  amount  of  money  to  purchase  the  services  of 
a  poet-in-residence  for  the  1999-2000  school  year.  We 
thank  the  Boosters  for  their  many  contributions  to  the 
school  and  look  forward  to  a  successful  year  in 
1999-2000. 

Throughout  the  school  year,  our  students  performed  well 
in  school-wide  and  state  competitions.  The  school's 
Geography  Bee  was  won  by  sixth  grader  Abby  Albin 
while  the  top  speller  in  the  school's  Spelling  Bee  was 
eighth  grader  Greg  John.  This  was  the  fourth 
consecutive  year  that  Greg  has  won  the  Spelling  Bee!  In 
May,  our  seventh  and  eighth  grade  students  participated 
in  the  national  Language  Arts  Olympiad.  Meanwhile, 
the  band  received  an  "A"  rating  in  the  large  group  junior 
high  school  music  festival  and  our  Odyssey  of  the  Mind 
team  performed  well  in  regional  competition.  Other 
highlights  included  the  naming  of  Hooksett  Memorial 
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School  as  a  New  Hampshire  Middle  School  of 
Excellence  for  the  second  time.  We  are  proud  of  the 
many  accomplishments  of  our  students,  staff,  and 
school  community  members. 

The  school  year  was  marked  by  a  nmnber  of  special 
events  and  activities.  Under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Marcella  Barkie  and  Mr.  Dennis  Posner,  eighth  grade 
students  participated  in  the  New  Hampshire  Bar 
Association's  annual  Mock  Trial,  a  simulated  trial 
involving  competition  with  other  schools.  The  eighth 
grade  musical  theater  class,  directed  by  Mr.  Eric 
Chase,  produced  an  entertaining  musical  called 
Groovy.  Scott  Chase,  Meghan  Getchell,  and  Megan 
Cabannis  played  leading  roles.  The  Hooksett  Fire 
Department,  in  recognition  of  national  Fire  Protection 
Week,  conducted  a  fiin  and  physically-challenging 
outdoor  activity  called  The  Firefighters  Challenge  in 
which  some  of  our  students  and  faculty  were  tested  by 
an  actual  firefighter  training  session. 

March  was  National  Middle  School  Month  and 
thanks  to  the  efifbrts  of  Assistant  Principal  Geoff 
Westervelt  and  teachers  JoLynn  Bonin,  Mindy 
Graveline,  Marcella  Barkie,  Lu  Cook,  and  Carla 
Gallivan  we  celebrated  the  uniqueness  of  our 
students'  age  level.  Special  theme  days.  Project 
Safeguard,  assemblies,  trivia  contests,  and  a  day 
designed  to  connect  our  senior  citizens  to  some  new 
technology  all  served  to  make  this  month  a  truly 
interesting  one. 

Thematic  units  continued  to  serve  to  connect  the 
disciplines  and  provide  relevant  learning  experiences 
for  our  students.  The  sixth  grade  teachers  and 
students  concluded  their  Egyptian  unit  with  an 
evening  event  called  Egypt  Family  Fun  Night. 
Parents,  students,  and  staff  alike  enjoyed  this 
experience.  Seventh  grade  students  concluded  a  unit 
called  Preserving  Our  State  Heritage  by  visiting  the 
Tsongas  Center  in  Lowell.  This  visit  underlined  the 
plight  of  the  Canadian  worker  in  the  mills  at  the  turn 
of  the  century. 

Our  faculty  continued  its  efforts  to  work  toward 
improving  our  sixth  grade  students'  achievement  on 
the  New  Hampshire  Educational  Improvement  and 
Assessment  Program.  We  scored  above  the  state 
average  in  the  four  major  areas  of  Mathematics, 
Language  Arts,  Social  Studies,  and  Science.  The 
teachers  worked  to  fiirther  student  achievement  by 
requiring  every  student  to  complete  at  least  one 
writing  sample  once  per  month  in  every  subject  area. 
These  writing  samples  were  scored  to  a  common 
rubric.  In  addition,  a  simulated  assessment  was  given 
to  all  sixth  graders  in  March  to  provide  them  greater 
familiarity  with  testing  conditions.  We  are  confident 
our  students  will  continue  to  perform  well  and  our 
teachers  continue  to  target  this  as  a  priority  goal. 


Our  school  year  reached  conclusion  with  two  important 
events  in  June.  At  the  Co-Curricular  Awards  Ceremony, 
sponsored  by  the  Booster  Club,  a  number  of  students 
were  acknowledged  for  outstanding  achievement.  Anna 
Thayer  and  Brian  Conway  earned  female  and  male 
Athlete  of  the  Year,  respectively.  Our  annual 
Recognition  Evening  served  to  highlight  student 
achievement.  The  President's  Award  for  Academic 
Excellence  was  presented  to  those  who  earned  an  A- 
average  or  better  during  their  Memorial  School  career. 
The  recipients  of  that  honor  were  Michael  Beauchesne, 
Amy  Bouchard,  Jennifer  Byrd,  Kara  Emery,  Meghan 
Getchell,  Laura  Healey,  Meghan  Johnson,  Gregory 
Jolin,  Henry  Kleinschmidt,  Jason  Kowalik,  Andrew 
Leach,  Shauna  Palhete,  Corinne  Rossignol,  Kelly 
Schuttinger,  and  Joshua  Small. 

The  Booster  Club  Awards  were  presented  to  Meghan 
Getchell  and  Kevin  Foumier  while  the  Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution  Award  was  given  to  Amy 
Bouchard.  Kelly  Schuttinger  earned  the  Hooksett 
Education  Award  for  the  highest  academic  average 
while  Stephanie  Nelson  was  given  the  Lions  Club 
Award.  Ross  Tsantoulis  and  Laura  Healy  were 
nominated  for  the  Hooksett  PTA  Technology  and  Art 
Awards,  respectively.  Kevin  Gelinas  was  given  the 
Women's  Club  Award  while  Brandon  Coumoyer 
received  the  Ray  Kroc  Award.  We  wished  our  best  to 
an  excellent  eighth  grade  class. 

Our  faculty  continues  to  work  to  provide  learning 
experiences  that  benefit  our  students  academically, 
socially,  and  emotionally.  The  recent  violence  that 
occurred  on  a  national  level  by  early  adolescents  this 
year  is  of  great  concern  and  we  need  to  continue  our 
efforts  to  seek  strategies  to  help  our  youth  cope  with  the 
issues  of  contemporary  society.  This  will  be  a  continued 
focus  of  our  school-wide  efforts. 

Our  program  would  not  be  as  successful  were  it  not  for 
the  efforts  of  a  great  many.  Our  faculty  and  support 
staff  demonstrate  a  commitment  to  education  that  is 
complementary  to  our  profession.  We  appreciate  the 
support  of  the  Hooksett  Police,  Fire,  and  Highway 
Departments.  DARE  officer  Jim  Mansour  is  an 
energetic  force  within  our  school.  An  informed  School 
Board,  a  dedicated  SAU  staff,  and  the  collegiality  of 
Prmcipals  Carol  Soucy  and  Lee  Mason,  Assistant 
Principals  Geoff  Westervelt  and  Michelle  Carvalho  and 
Special  Education  Coordinator  Margaret  Polak  all 
continue  to  provide  an  excellent  education  for 
Hooksett's  students.

Principal's  Report  1998-1999 


Hooksett  Village  School  welcomed  294  fourth  and 
fifth  graders  in  September  1998.  With  the  support  of 
parents  and  the  conununity,  our  faculty  and  staff 
provided  a  year  of  positive  and  productive  learning 
experiences  for  the  children.  Our  academic  program 
helps  students  develop  strong  basic  skills  in  the  core 
curricular  areas  of  language  arts,  mathematics, 
science,  social  studies,  and  unified  arts.  Instruction 
and  learning  experiences  build  student  understanding 
of  key  concepts,  learning  processes,  problem  solving, 
critical  and  creative  thinking  skills.  Pupils  have  many 
opportunities  to  apply,  integrate,  and  synthesize  their 
learning.  During  this  school  year,  a  new  mathematics 
program  was  implemented.  Parents  were  provided 
with  an  opportunity  to  learn  about  the  program  at  a 
"Math  Advantage"  presentation  in  November. 

A  year-long  focus  on  "Writing  Across  the 
Curriculum"  included  teacher  workshops  presented 
by  consultant,  Emmett  Goggin.  Mr.  Goggin  also 
visited  during  February,  teaching  demonstration 
lessons  for  staff  and  students.  The  PTA  co-sponsored 
a  two-day  visit  with  children's  author  Nancy  Hope 
Wilson  in  March.  She  conducted  lessons  on 
developing  a  story  and  translating  memories  into 
fiction.  Examples  of  student  writing  and  artwork 
were  on  display  during  our  "Writing  Across  the 
Cmriculum"  Open  House  in  April,  attended  by  well 
over  500  students  and  family  members.  This  evening 
served  as  a  wonderful  celebration  of  student  learning 
in  all  of  the  content  areas! 

Building  a  positive,  safe  school  community  was 
another  area  of  year-long  emphasis.  Guidance  and 
Health  classes  on  conflict  resolution  and  strategies  to 
prevent  teasing  and  bullying  were  provided  to  all 
students.  In  addition.  Village  School  developed  a 
Peer  Mediation  program.  Nineteen  student  mediators 
were  trained  in  the  fall.  The  school  wide  program 
was  implemented  early  in  1999.  Peer  Mediation 
helps  children  build  understanding  of  and 
responsibility  for  their  behavior,  and  is  endorsed  by  a 
resolution  of  the  NH  Legislature.  The  program  is  led 
by  Mrs.  Berger,  coordinator,  and  teacher  mentors  - 
Mrs.  D'Aloia,  Ms.  Duchesne,  and  Mrs.  Olkonen. 
Further  emphasis  on  character  and  citizenship  was 
provided  through  monthly  themes,  lunchtime 
readings,  class  activities,  and  school  wide  projects 
such  as  the  traditional  contributions  to  HERC  through 
holiday  food  and  fund  drives. 


Town  departments  and  community  organizations  of 
Hooksett  continue  to  support  our  learning  programs. 
In  October,  the  Hooksett  Fire  Department  presented 
the  "Smoke  Trailer,"  a  valuable  hands-on  practice 
escape  from  a  simulator  environment.  The  Hooksett 
Fire  Department,  PTA,  and  local  business  sponsors 
arranged  for  an  entertaining  and  educational  assembly 
in  May  -  the  1st  Annual  "S.A.F.E."  (Safety 
Awareness  for  Everyone)  Program.  Fire  safety  was 
reinforced  with  songs  and  skits  presented  by 
personnel  from  the  Colorado  Springs  Fire 
Department. 

A  five-week  D.A.R.E.  Program  was  presented  to 
fourth  graders  beginning  in  October  1998.  Fifth 
graders  participated  in  17  weekly  lessons  on  drug 
resistance  and  violence  prevention  from  December 
through  April.  Both  D.A.R.E.  programs  were 
instructed  with  skill  and  dedication  by  Officer  David 
Dupont,  of  the  Hooksett  Police  Department.  The  fifth 
grade  program  culminated  in  our  first  annual 
D.A.R.E.  Graduation  on  May  7,  1999.  Students  and 
parents  were  inspired  by  messages  about  making 
good  choices  and  achieving  personal  potential  from 
Officer  Dupont,  WMUR  reporter  Andy  Hershberger, 
and  winning  student  essays  read  by  fifth  graders, 
Geoffrey  Brown,  Kathy  Schlegel,  Kayla  Sheperd, 
Melissa  Ann  Boucher,  Maxwell  Broderick,  and 
Michael  Phillibotte,  Jr. 

Joy  Buzzell,  Hooksett  Family  Services  Director, 
presented  weekly  lessons  from  the  "No  Butts  About 
It"  program  to  our  fifth  graders  during  May  and  June. 
We  all  enjoyed  the  annual  performance  of  the 
Hooksett-ites  Entertainers,  who  shared  their  time  and 
talents  with  us  in  a  "Jamboree"  variety  show  in 
March.  Fourth  graders  were  also  fortunate  to 
participate  in  Animal  Confrol  Officer  Frank  Gray's 
annual  lessons  on  Dog  Behavior  and  Safety. 

Intermediate  level  students  enjoy  growing  and 
learning  through  co-curricular  and  exfra-curricular 
activities.  Almost  one-half  of  the  student  body 
contributed  to  the  publication  of  three  seasonal  issues 
of  Village  News  and  Views,  our  school  newspaper. 
Two  teams  of  Village  students  practiced  faithftilly 
after  school  and  participated  in  the  Odyssey  of  the 
Mind  regional  meet  in  March.  Beginning  in  fourth 
grade,  students  can  begin  their  formal  study  of 
musical  instruments  through  weekly  lessons.  Over 
100  students  participated  in  the  Village  School's  band 
program,  led  by  Mr.  Chase,  and  another  50+  were 
members    of    our    chorus,     conducted     by     Mrs. 
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Kurtzman.  These  groups  performed  at  assemblies 
and  evening  concerts  —  demonstrating  remarkable 
growth  in  musical  knowledge,  skills,  and  confidence! 
Congratulations  to  the  Village  Spring  '98  Chorus, 
which  performed  their  "Disney  Spectacular"  at  the 
NH  State  PTA  Convention  in  November  1998. 

Several  Village  School  fifth  graders  received  special 
recognition  during  the  1998-1999  school  year. 
Marcie  Grimard's  short  story,  "Erin's  Destiny," 
placed  2nd  in  the  Literature  category  of  the  State  of 
NH  PTA  Reflections  program.  Kyle  Moseley's 
poem,  "/  Do  Not  Understand, "  was  selected  for 
inclusion  in  an  anthology,  A  Celebration  of  New 
England's  Young  Poets.  Brian  Donahue  represented 
Village  School  at  the  Union  Leader  District  Spelling 
Bee. 

Classroom  learning  was  also  extended  through 
curriculum  related  field  trips.  The  fourth  graders 
enjoyed  their  visit  to  the  Harvard  Museum  in 
Cambridge,  MA.  Fifth  grade  field  trips  to  the 
Science  Center  of  NH  and  Strawberry  Banke 
provided  new  science  and  social  studies  experiences. 
The  entire  staff  and  student  body  was  impressed  by 
the  messages  about  friendship,  respect,  and 
understanding  conveyed  in  the  play,  The  New  Kid, 
which  we  attended  at  the  Capitol  Center  for  the  Arts. 

Students  continue  to  benefit  from  the  outstanding 
efforts  of  the  Hooksett  PTA.  During  1998-99,  the 
PTA  sponsored  the  SUM+IT  Math  Enrichment 
Program  for  the  first  time.  With  motivational  prizes 
provided  by  area  businesses,  this  program  involved 
students  and  parents  in  valuable  and  fiin  math 
practice  at  home.  We  also  thank  the  PTA  for 
providing  well-received  student  assemblies: 
"Bubblemania,"  a  Health  Care  Opera,  and 
motivational  speaker,  Ed  Gerety.  The  positive  impact 
of  the  PTA  is  evident  in  projects  such  as  the  monthly 
Birthday  Book  program,  map  painting,  assistance 
with  Field  Day,  family  activities  and  parent  seminars, 
and  provision  of  playground  toys.

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In  May,  Community  Service  Officer,  Frank  Gray, 
discussed  how  to  be  safe  around  dogs  with  our  second 
grade  students.  Our  third  graders  completed  the 
statewide  assessment  and  our  second  grade  students 
completed  a  reading  and  math  standardized 
assessment  during  this  month  as  well.  A  number  of 
performances  highlighted  this  busy  month.  We 
enjoyed  the  annual  spring  concert  performed  by  the 
Memorial  Band  and  Chorus.  The  Hooksett  Fire 
Department  and  the  PTA  sponsored  a  rockin'  life  and 
fire  safety  assembly  entitled,  "S.S.  Gigantic," 
performed  by  the  Colorado  Springs  Fire  Department 
and  Hooksett' s  own  Firefighter,  Corey  Landry. 

We  are  always  surprised  at  how  fast  our  school  year 
progresses  to  June.
